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WRECKED IN A WASHOUT

AN EXPRESS TRAIN DASHED INTO 
DEERFIELD RIVER. 

DOWN AN EMBANKMENT 200 FEET HIGH— 
THE CARS TAKE FIRE—NINE PERSONS 
KILLED AND MANY WOUNDED. 

SPRINGFIELD, Mass., April 7.—A special 
dispatch to the Republican says: A terrible 
accident occurred about seven miles west of 
Greenfield, on the Tunnel Line, between 
Bardweil’s Ferry and West Deerfield 
to-night, shortly before 6 o’clock. Pas- 
senger train No. 35, due in Greenfield 
at 6 o’clock, running about 20 miles an hour, 
consisting of six cars—baggage, smoker, mail, 
drawing room, and two passenger coaches— 
all left the track owing to the roadbed 
being washed out, and were precipitated 
down the bank, nearly 200 feet, one 
of them into the Deerfield River. The engine 
went over on the rails, but all the rest of the 
train, including the tender, went down the 
bank. It would be hard to find» a worse 
place for an accident. The track winds 
along the side of the Deerfield River, and if 1s 
nearly 200 feet to the river. The heavy rains had 
evidently gullied the tracks. The cars were 
badly smashed, and, to add to the horrors of the 
scene, three of them almost at oncé caught fire. 

Those of the passengers who were not hurt 
rendered all the aid possible to the wounded. 
As soon as possible a train was made up at 
Greenfield, taking out trainmen, physicians, 
reporters, and those anxious to render aid. When 
this train arrived at the place of the accident, 
three of the cars were found to be badly burned. 
One car wasin the river and others were badly 
wrecked ou the bank. A part of the wounded 
men were taken to Greenfield and a part to Shel- 
burne Falls. 

Three dead bodies were taken from the wreck 
at llo’clock, but it is not known who they 
were. Besides these two children of H. G. 
Littlejohn are known to be dead, one 
of them dying in the arms of. Nicholas 
Dorgan, a salesman of Greenfield, who was bad- 
ly wounded. The body of the other child was 
taken from the wreck by Sheriff Bryant, who 
was on the train, but was hurt but little. 

Engineer Herbert Littiejohn was ba/ly sc=ed. 
His engine tipped over on to one sid as it left) 
the rails. The fireman escaped with Me loss of 
one finger. 

H. G. Littlejohn and wife were both aboard 
the train and both are injured. 

Merritt Seeley, Superintendent of the Na- 
tional Express Company, No. 300 WashingtNn- 
street, Boston, has a bad wound on the temple, 
a thigh is broken, and he is injured internally. 
It isthought he cannot recover. He is now at 
Barnard’s Hote', in Greenfield, under the care 
of Dr. Coy,and has been made as comfortable 
as possible.

One report says that Couillard, who on Tues- 
@ay was sentenced to jail for illegal liquor sell- 
ing, and had been to Charlemont to arrange his 
affairs, was hurt but little, and another says that 
the doctor reports that he cannot live, as he is 
injured internally. 

At midnight word comes from the wreck that 
four more bodies have just been taken out, one 
of whom is known to be Brakeman Spencer and 
the other threé are not identified. Itis pelieved 
thatsome bodies must have swept dowa the 
Deerfield River, and it cannot be known how 
many are dead. 

Still another account from the disaster, after 
detailing the main points already covered, con- 
tinues: The track suddenly gave way, and the 
whole train of six cars tumbled down a 
cliff 80 feet high into the Deerfield River. 
The waters, swollen by the recent rains, 
poured into the cars. Three cars immediately 
caught fire. Then came the struggle to escape. 
Some were choked by water and perished. Others 
were crushed under the wheels, and knocked 
about in the fall until they were dead. The flames 
spread and completed the horror. The engine 
tipped over, but did not leave the embankment. 
One Troy and Boston day coach plowed into 
the loose rocks, and was blocked half way 
fown the bank. The: baggage and mail 
cars, two sleepers, and one day coach 
plunged into the river. No help was at 
band. Every man looked to himself. Groans 
and shrieks, a frightful and indiscriminate 
scrambie, and all was over. 

Thirty men and a few women are reported to 
have escaped, many of them bruised and bleed- 
ing. Some 12 went to Shelburne Falls, six 
others to Greenfield. Probably no more es- 
caped. How many are still under the wreck 
and in the river no one knows. 
Engineer Herbert Littlejohn, of North Adams, 
and Firemen Charles Richardson and Fred 
Streeter, all in the engine, escaped without seri- 
ous injury. Conductor Jobn Foster pulled him- 
seif from the wreck cut about the head and 
nearly senseless. He was taken to Shelburne 
Falis. Two little children of H. Littlejohn 
of Shelburne Falls, were taken out of the 
flames, one dead and the other dying. Two dead 
bodies horribly mangled were gotten out at 
10 P. M. to-night. One was identified by 
papers on him as that of C. A. Temple, of Wake- 
field, a commercial traveler; the other was that 
of Charles H. Durham, of Boston. One of these 
bodies had the head crushed in and the legs 
badly burned, and the other was probably 
drowned. 

Two other bodies have just been dug out un- 
identified. The partial remains of a brakeman 
were the latest found py the workmen}to-nigcht. 
Of the women on board only afew have been 
seen. There are the wildest rumors of how many 
were on the train.

THE BELL COMPANY’S BLUFF GAME 


INDIANA TO BE DEPRIVED OF THE TELE- 
PHONE SERVICE, 


INDIANAPOLIS, April 7.—The telephone 
situation is as chaotic and unsatisfactory as it 
well could ve. Telephones are being removed 
by the Central Company very rapidly, and the 
utility of the Exchange ‘has already been sadly 
impaired. The company has declined to allow 
the subscribers, represented by certain of their 
number as Directors, to assume its obligations 
to the Bell Company and to the people, as sug- 
gested formally ip a written proposition. There 


is a bare possibility that this proposition may be 
reconsidered, but it is now too late to do soin 
time to prevent serious inconvenience and 
loss. With the Exchange impaired it is pos- 
sible that many patrons whose contracts do 
not expire until July may withdraw at once, 
and thus hasten the dismemberment of the Ex- 
change. However, some settiement is still hoped 
for by non-resident Directors of the Central 
Union Company. Its plant cost: $98,000, and 
absolute withdrawal from the city must entail 
heavy ioss. To avert this the resident Directors 
of the company favored the acceptance of the 
proposition made by the local syndicate. This 
guaranteed ‘the preservation of the Exchange in 
its present condition, released the Central Com- 
vany from all loss and liability, and proffered it 

5,000 per year for wear and tear, less actual 
amount expended in extending facilities. 

To decline this proposition and to continue to 
remove instruments probably signifies the loss 
of the plant and future prospects in this city to 
the Central Company. It is not likely that the 
company will be granted the franchise of the 
city a second time,if it now puils out, and it 
appears, therefore, that it has absolutely noth- 
ing to gain by persisting in its present course, 
Thus far 125 instruments bave been removed. 
As tast as taken out they are boxed and shipped 
to Boston. With the removal of telephones con- 
nected with the Exchange the number of sub- 
cribers for private lines increases. These appli- 
cations will probably be granted, and the con- 
tinuance Of service will be made contingent 
upon the right of the company to use the streets 
and alleys for poles. It will not be necessary to 
operate the Exchange for the use of private 
lines, as these are separate and distinct. The 
rent will be the legal rate ($3 per month) for 
instruments connected with private lines. 

The opposition of the telephone company to 
the subscribers’ proposition is said to be based 
upon the belief that when the Exchange and 
plant should reyert to the company many pa- 
trons would be unwilling to pay for service 
what the company might charge, and therefore 
in ordering out their instruments would throw 
a lot of dead property upon the hands of the 
company. A _ representative of the company 
Fortuar says thut the probabilities are that the 
construction of new lines and necessary addi- 
tions would more than consume the $5,000 to be 
allowed the company for wear and tear. In con- 
msection with thisit isshown the telephone com- 
pany inthe Supreme Court held that for the 
year $884 reconstruction and repairs of plant 
cost $10,652, and that the total expense for the 
year, without franchise, was $47,721. The roy- 
alties on telephones and switch boards amounted 
to $11,484, and the average cost for each sub- 
scriber for the year was $48 30. People generally 
regard the whole trouble as due to the determi- 
nation of the Bell Company not to allow tele- 
phones to be operated under a $3 law. They 
abandon Indiana to prevent other States from 
passing such laws, 





THE INSULT TO MINISTER CHANG. 
ERS ERS 
A PROTEST SENT TO THE STATE DEPART- 
MENT BY CHENG TSAO JU. 

WASHINGTON, April 7.—The Chinese 
Minister at Washington has made formal com- 
plaint to the Secretary of State in regard to the 
treatment of his successor at San Francisco at 
the hands of the United States customs officers. 
He bases his action on information received 
from the Chinese Consul-General at San 
Francisco, who, it is understood, alleges that 


the new Minister and his suite were sub- 
jected to unusual and unnecessary annoyances 
and discourtesies on their arrivai-at tnat port. 
The Secretary of State referred the matter to 
the Acting Secretary of the Treasury, who 
this afternoon telegraphed to the _ Col- 
lector .of Customs at Sao Francisco for a 
statement of the conduct of his officers in the 
matter. Some’surprise is expressed at the Treas- 
ury Department that the landing of the Minister 
shouid have been attended by any delay or 
embarrassment, in view of the fact that 
the Collector at San Francisco had been special- 
ly instructed to extend him tbe usual cour- 
tesies'due to the representative of a foreign 
Government, such as allowing the free entry of 
his baggage and effects and affording facilities 
for his uninterrupted transit to Washington or 
wherever else he desired to go. The following is 
the letter of the Chinese Minister: 
WASHINGTON, April 7, 1886. 

To the Secretary of State: 

Referring to your note of 23d ult. informing me 
that the necessary instructions were issuea to the Co}, 
lector of Customs at San Francisco “to extend to your 
[my] successor, Mr. Chang Yin Hoon, and suite upon 
arrival there every proper courtesy and attention due 
to a diplomatic representative of a foreign Govern- 
ment,’ I have the bonor to state that [ have just 
eceived from the Chinese Consul-General at Sau 
Francisco the following telezram: 

** Minister Chang and suitef have arrived. Collector 
demunded presentation of credentials before allowing 
them toland. After considerable detention the Sur- 
veyor permitted them to Jand.” 

Accept, Sir, the renewed assurances of my highest 
consideration. CHENG TSAO JU. 





A POLITICAL RIOT IN TEXAS. 


FIVE MEN KILLED IN A BITTER FACTION 
FIGHT. 


Larepo, Texas, April 7.—For two weeks 
past this city has been in a turmoil over the 
local election, which occurred yesterday. Party 
lines were discarded, as the city is overwhelm- 
ingly Democratic. The Bota faction represents 
the straight Democrats, headed by MacDonald 
& Martin, a rich mercantile firm, who have 
controlled the county and city offices for sev- 
eral years past. The Huarache faction repre- 
sents the dissatisfied Democrats and Repub- 
licans. The Sheriff is a Bota, and appointed a 
large number of Deputies from his party. The 
City Marshal isa Huarache,and appointed a large 
number ot Huaraches as Deputies. The parties 
have been parading the streets nigbtiy for 
weeks past, and had several slight collisions. 
The Bota party were victorious in the election 
yesterday, and undertook to parade the streets 
this afternoon. The Huaraches were out in 
force, and the parties collided at a street corner 
at 5 o’clock. A pitched battle occurred, in 
which three Huaraches and two Botas were 
killed and several on each egide wounded. A 
telephonic message was immediately sent out to 
Col. Barnard, at Fort MacIntosh. for a detach- 
ment of United States troops to quell the riot 
and take charge of the town, as the county and 
city Officials were all more or less engaged in the 
fracas. 

Podioman Becker is among the killed. The 
others kilied are Mexicans. Alderman Pogen- 
pohl is wounded. At this hour (7 P. M.) Col. 
Barnard has succeeded in clearing the streets. 
Nearly 2,000 men were engaged in the affair. 
Many were armed with Winchesters and about 
200 were on horseback. The Botas posted notices 
this morning that they would bury the Huarache 
party in the Public Piaza this afternoon and in- 
vited the Huaraches to be there. The Huaraches 
were there with a Vengeance and took a very 
active part in the funeral ceremonies, While no 
further outbreak is feared, the end is not yet. 





SUPERINTENDENT DRAPER SURPRISED. 

ALBANY, April?.—The Hon. Andrew §8. 
Draper was very much surprised and gratified 
this morning to find on his desk when he took 
possession of the office of State Superintendent 


of Public’ Instruction two handsomely bound 
volumes of * Twenty Years in Congress.” On 
the flyleaf was the autograph note: “To the 
Hon. Andrew 8. Draper, with compliments and 
peceonal esteem of James G. Biaine, April 5, 
1886.”” Mr. Draper was a warm supporter of 
President Arthur at Chicago. 

The new Superintendent’s first official act was 
to appoint the Hon. Charles R. Skinner as 
Deputy Superintendent. He appointed Frank 
D. Shea stenographer, and consented to the 
transfer of Mr. Tiras H. Ferris from the Secre- 
tary of State’s office to the desk made vacant by 
Mr. Albert Cornwall asclerk. Ex-Superintend- 
ent of Public Instruction Morrison assumed the 
duties of Chief Examiner of the Civil Service. 





ELECTED PRESIDENT OF COSTA RICA. 

WasHINGTON, April 7.—Sefior Peralta, 
the Costa Rican Minister, has just received a 
cable dispatch from the Secretary of State of 
Costa Rica, announcing the unanimous election 
of Gen. Don Bernardo Soto as President of Costa 
Rica for the constitutional period of four years 
beginning May 8 next. Sefior Peralta, in speak- 
ing of the newly elected President, said: ‘* After 
the death of Gen. Don. Prospero Fernandez, in 
March, 1885, Sefior Soto came into power as Vice- 
President, and during the past year has served 
the country as provisionat President with so 
much credit to himself and good to the people 
that for the first time in the history of the re- 
public a President has been elected by a unani- 
mous vote.”

SERVICE REFORM. 

Apany, April 7.—Senator Plunkitt’s 
bill to submit to the voters of the State the 
question whether they desire the civil service 
reform law to be repealed was pushed be- 
fore the Senate Judiciary Committee to- 
day by that eminent biatherskite of the 
Tammany Hall Organization W. Bourke Cock- 
ran, ex-Senator George H. Forster, the 
reformed reformer; Senator Plunkitt himself, 
and Fire Commissioner “ Dick’ Croker. They 


were opposed by ex-Lieut.-Gov. Stewart L. 
Woodtord and William G. Low, of Brooklyn, 
and KE. L. Godkin and George Walton 
Greene, of New-York, Mr. Forster opened the 
debate for Tammany Hall. He had apparently 
forgotten all of the numerous speeches that he 
once made for better politics, and spoke in 
tavor of the spoils system as only a renegade 
Can speak. e was followed by Lieut.- 
Goy. Woodford, who sketched effectively 
the improvement in  the_ civil service 
of the cities and the State that. has been brought 
about by the law that it is proposed to repeal. 
He opposed the Plunkitt bill as a long 
step backward in politics. It was only 
favored, he said, by men who. desfred 
to recreate the vicious spoils system. It 
waa natural that it should be favored by sucha 
set of political ‘“ strikers” as the Tammany Hall 
organization. 

Mr. Godkin criticised the measure as cre- 
ating a precedent for referring matters to 
the people for decision which it was the duty 
of the Legislature to make a_ decision 
upon. George Walton Greene showed that the 
Civil Service Examiners asked only “practical 
questions,” that brought out the fitness of per- 
sons to fill the positions they sought. William 
G. Low pointed to the improvement in the 
civil service of Brooklyn and Boston. He said 
that ifthe Republicans and Democrats should 
repeal the civil service law a third party 
would be formed to brin about its 
readoption. W. Bourke Cockran ranted 
for an hour in favor of the bill. He 
showed that he was ignorant of the provi- 
sions of the civil service law. He endeavored 
to prove that the questions asked men 
seeking police positions in New-York were 
absurd, but was upset by the statement that In- 
spector Byrnes, of New-York, suggested them. 

George William Curtis sent a letter denoun- 
cing the bill, an extract from which is given be- 
low: 

“The proposition, if not unprecedented, is certainly 
extraordinary. Three yeurs after it has gone into 
operation a law passed by a great majority of the 
Legislature, with the warm concurrence of representa-. 
tives of both parties, of the Governor of the State, and 
the Speaker of the Assembly, demanded by peti- 
tions mnumerously , and intelligently argued, 
advocated by journa's of both parties, and 
approved by ublic opinion. a law adapting 
to the State of New-York a reformed system of 
administration which a few. months __ before 
had been’ provide& by Congress with the 
same wnanimity for the whole country, and 
amply attested by the 
authority, is to be from the 
book and submitted to the popular 
Is the Legislature of New, York incompetent to ais- 
charge its functions? Hagit ceased to represent the 
people in whose namé all laws are enacted? 
If the people are to vote directly upon 
all projects of law, the Legislature is manifestly 
unnecessary. It is by changing their legislative 
agents that, in a republic, the people change laws. 
The present proposition, by avoiding this sim- 
ple, familiar, and American.method, reveals distrust 
of the Legislature as a true _ representative 
of the peopie. The proposition proceeds from 
the enemies of the law. it «is offered 
by a member of the Legislature, but, if 
he thinks the law unjust or inexpedient, why does he 
not do his duty and ask the Legislature to 
repeal it? Wor the purpose of enacting and 
repealing laws the Legislature is the people, and 
the more — it refuses to repeal this beneticent law 
the more faithfuily will it muintain the decent ,order 
of constitutional proceedure and execute-the will of 
the people.” 


The Judiciary Committee made no decision on 
the bill.

MUTILATING AND EATING THE FLESH OF 
A DEAD COMRADE 


HarrFax, NovaSecotia, April7.—At Louis- 
burg a sensation was caused yesterday by the ar- 
rival of a dory from the sea containing four men 
~-two living and two dead. They got adrift from 
the schooner Elsie M. Low (American) while set- 
ting trawls on the Western Banks. Not discov- 


ering their vessel, they all got in onedory. After 
four daya they gave out through thirst, The 
names of the deceased men are James McDon- 
ald, of East Point, Prince Edward Island, and 
Angus McDonaid, of Braqad Cove, Cave Breton. 
Tne names of the survivors are Colin Chisholm, 
of Harbor au Bouche, and Angus McEKachran, 
of Long Point, Strait of Canso. 

The following further particulars of the ex- 
perience of the men in the dory of the schooner 
Low have been received: On Thursday evening 
James McDonald, the weakest and most thinly 
clad of the four, began to sink, and during 
the night died, after bidding his compan- 
ions an affectionate and tearful farewell. 
The body of the dead man had hardly grown 
cold when Angus McDonald said he. must 
have something to eat and drink or he would 
die also. Despite the protestations of Chisholm 
and McEachran, he tooka knifeand cut the right 
arm off the dead man, sucking the blood and 
devouring the flesh. He offered some to the 
others, but they refused it, though some hours 
later Chisholm tasted a piece of the fiesh, 
but was unable to swallow it, McDon- 
having sucked all the blood from the 
seyered arm. Angus McDenald said _ he 
was going to cut the throat of the 
dead mate, but was fora time restrained from 
doing so. ° During Friday night, however, while 
the other two were sieeping he committed the 
act. and, finding no blood, cut a piece of flesh 
from each thigh, drinking the blood and eating 
a portion of the flesh On _ the following 
day he became delirious, and before darkness 
again set in he too expired. During all this 
time McEachran and Chisholm @did most of 
the rowing, though every hour their 
efforts grew more feeble, and they 
thought they would never reach shore alive. 
They got into heavy drift ice, cakes of which 
they hauled into the boat and eagery licked with 
their tongues toallay their thirst. On Satur- 
day evening they came in sight of 
Guyon Island, some. miles off the coast 
of Cape Breton, but their exhaustion was so 
great that oy were unable to reach it. They 
tried to sleep through the night, but the pier- 
cing cold and heavy sea prevented their doing 
so. In the morning they mapaged to get to land. 





LA CROSSE HAS ANOTHER FIRE. 

La Crossk, Wis., April7.—At 2:30 o’clock 
this morning fire broke outin the business cen- 
tre of the city. Fire bells were rung and the 
inhabitants rushed from their beds. The fire 
was in Ganter’s Block, one of the largest in 
La Crosse. The Fire Department wasin a crip- 
pled condition, and totally unable to fight a fire. 


At 3 o’clock the building was all ablaze. Fire- 
men and citizens seemed stupefied and were 
running about in a frantic manner. Citizens 
believed that an orgauized effort. was being 
made to burn the town, and the greatest excite- 
ment prevailed. In the bulldings were stored 
large quantities of drugs and chemicals, besides 
barrels of benzine and kerosene. The fire at last 
was brought under control without serious loss. 

The fire in the lumber district yesterday 
caused a total loss of $562,000, with an in- 
surance of $60,000. The fire this morning in the 
business block in Third-street caused a total 
loss of $42,000; insured for $27,000. The heaviest 
losers are George A. Metzgar, wholesale drugs, 
$16,000, insured for $4,000; Fred Kroner, $16,000, 
fully insured; 8, Cantert, furniture, loss $4,000, 
fully insured.

Moral suasion is no longer considered useful and 
has been discarded by the strikers. They have 
adopted the tactics of the Molly Maguires, of 
‘Pennsylvania, and, under the influence of 
a few irresponsible incendiaries, are too 
blind to see they will meet with a sim- 
ilar fate. But for the cowardice of 


through East St. Louis this afternoon, the serv- 
ices of several undertakers would have been 
needed. So long as it was confronted with ter- 
rified workmen who were overawed by imposing 
numbers and savage threats it accomplished its 


four determined men, each of whom fingered 
the trigger of a revolver ina manner that de- 
noted a certain amount of intimacy with the ca- 
pacity of the weapon, the mob haited, retreat- 
ed, then made another forward move to 
find the revolvers replaced py four Win- 
chester rifles, The front rank halted as it 
looked in the dark muzzles of the gleaming bar- 
rels and noted the determined manner of the 
men behind them, The cheers were stilled, the 
shouts of those in the rear grew less beister- 
ous, and finally died away, greatly to the relief 
of those who werein front. The riflemen stood 
like rocks, The mob swayed back, broke, and 
retired. It had been checkeg, but not before 1t 
had accomplished the greater part of its work. 
The strike has been practically transferred to 
East St.Louis. On the Gould Southwestern system 
it has proved a failure, Atevery point the compa- 
ny is handling freight without difficulty, and in 
this city the only class of workmen needed are 
switchmen. It is simply impossible to obtain 
anything: more definite from the leaders of the 
strike regarding the situation than “ Prospects 
are very bright; better than ever.” They give no 
figures. They talk of men who have quit work at 
their request and of bodies of men who will join 
their forces in a day or so. Cock-and-bull stories 
are as:thick as the atmosphere and they emanate 
from men whose time lies heavily on their hands 
or who are paid so much per day for stiffening 
the backs of their dupes. One of the ca- 
nards is that the locomotive engineers 
are anxious to strike and that Arthur 
is at his wits’ end to prevent them 
fiom leaving their posts. They denounced him 
savagely for his opposition, and threaten to 
leave a balance to their credit in the next en- 


counter: with him. But none of these stories 
hold water, though it occasionally takes some 
time to discover this fact. 

The statement of the General Executive Board 
that none of their men have returnea to work 
on the Southwestern system is not susceptible of 
proot; if it were so the Knights of Labor cannot 
- be so strong in the system as was supposed. On 
March 5, the day before the Knights went on 
strike, the force employed on the Southwestern 
system of railroads numbered 14,315. Manager 
Hoxie had been aware for some time that this 
force was too large, but was under an agreement 
to reduce the hours rather than the force. 
The atrike gave him an_ opportunity 
of reducing the force, und under the 
agreement made between Mr. Gould and the 
General Executive Board of the Knights, he was 
enabled to do so without breaking the terms of 
that agreement. He was satisfied that he could 
conduct the system with from 75 to 80 per cent. 
of the old force, except under circumstances 
which might demand a sudden increase, The 
strikers pooh-pvuoh the idea that Mr. Hoxie has 
no need of more than 50 per cent, of their num- 
ber. He would probably be bothered to know 
what he should do with that number to-day, as 
he has promised not to discharge any of the inen 
who have taken their places. 

The following figures will prove that Mr. 
Hoxie was not talking for effect last Saturday. 
The force employed to-day on the Southwestern 
system numbers 9,652. This number is divided 
as follows: Southern divisionof the Missouri, 
Kansas and Texas employs 682; Northern 
division of the same road, 1,418; Interna- 
tional and Great Northern, 1,494; Central 
Branch of the Union Pacific,689; Missouri Pacific 
2,465; St. Louis, Iron Mountain and Southern, 
2,032; St. Louis terminals, 304; general offices, 
528. The force of the entire system is 4,663 less 
to-day than it was on March 5. This is a decrease 
of 82% per cent. of the original force,or from 7% 
to 12 per cent. less than Manager Hoxie considers 
sufficient to perform the necessary service of the 
system, though at a pinch he is confident that he 
can conduct the system with his present force. 
That he is doing so there is no lack of evidence, 


THE BUSINESS LOSSES, 


The strikers profess to be surprised at the atti- 
tude of the business community. They admit 
that every business man here is against them, 
but assume an ignorance of the cause. If the 
ignorance were not assumed the following facts 
might brush it away. The Spring trade was 
opening when the strike began. St. Louis 
merchants had this year adopted an agsress- 
ive pohcy. Wherever a Chicago, Cincinnati, 
or Louisiville drummer showed his marble 
front he was duplicated by an ambassador 
of commerce from St. Louis. Orders for 
staple goods were in many cases takeh at cost 
to secure trade. The strike came and these 
orders cyuld not be filled. The goods were here 
and they are here yet. The Springtraaeof St. 
Louis has been .paralyzed. The head of one dr 
goods hotkse informed THE TIMES’s corres Ace’ f 
ent to-da}/’ that his losses for March were $55, K 
to say noyhing of prospective loss. The beer trade 
has been demoralized. One manufacturer, who 
shipped , fifty carloads a day, was until within a 
few days glad to get rid of five. The bottom has 
droppr/i out of the soft hat trade. Texas and 
other fouthern States have been compelled to 
go elsawhere for sembreros; dry goods stocks 
— abnormally heavy and must be sold at a sac- 
rifice.

That the difference in the receipts of cattle is. 
not larger is due to the fact that the railroads 
strained every nerve to deliver all cattle and 
perishable freight. The loss to St. Louis from 
the strike cannot yet be estimated in dollars, 
George H. Morgan, Secretary of the Merchants’ 
Exchange, a thoroughly posted and conserva- 
tive man, said to-day that while S¢. Louis would 
be the heaviest loser the effect of the strike would. 
be felt tar beyond her borders. He characterized 
the action of the Knights as most unfortunateand 
ill advised. They would be among the worst 
sufferers, he thought, as many of them are al- 
most in want already, and likely to be out of 
employment for a long time if they remain here. 
The strike he considered at an end. Eastern 
roads, he said, found some difficulty in disposing 
of freight, but freight traffic on all roads run- 
ning out of St. Louis ina western or southerly 
direction had resumed its normal condition, so 
far asthe mercantile community is concerned, 
though the railroads, he supposed, might still be 
short of certain classes of men.

ville and Nashville Road. A dozen Dep- 
uty Sheriffs stood on the platform. They 
were simply kicked to one side as useless lum- 
ber, which they: are, as nearly all of them are; 
hand in glove with the strikers. The mob 
rushed to the door of the freight house. 
Suddenly the front rank = halted, then 
it tried to work its way into 
the mass of men _ at its back. Four 
men.stood atthe door of the treight house, and 
tour revolvers were held on a level with the 
eyes of the front rank of strikers. The men. 
with the revolvers said nothing. No questions 
were asked by the.mob, but it quietly backed 
ae off the platform with the air of beaten 
ogs. 

When the mob lost sight of the revolvers it 
plucked up courage, and some of the men in the 
rear ranks counseled’ a return to the 
freight house. There were only four 
men there, one striker shouted, and they 

{ The 500 decided to return. 
Tne four men saw the mob coming. 
They slipped their revolvers in their coat pock- 
ets, picked up four Winchesters, and took their 
station on the track. There they stood at ease 
facing the mob. The latter came on, shout- 
ing and yelling, until within about 25 
paces of the men on the track. Then the 
four rifles were leveled. There were some 
yells to “‘Go on and take the guns from them,” 
but nobody went on, and everybody went the- 
other way. The strikers dispersed shortly after- 
ward and did not visit any more of the yards. 

Committeeman Bailey was asked by THE 
TIMES’S correspondent if he countenanced the, 
proceedings of the strikers. No violence had 
been done, he said. The board had special run- 
ners on the spot to see that no prop- 
erty was. destroyed or _ persons hurt; no 
force had been used; there was no mob, 
and he knew of nothing that had oc- 
curred at East St. Louis that deserved the 
censure of the board. He considered it proper 
for the strikers to request all workers to quit 
their posts and to make it in such a manner and 
in such overwhelming numbers that to refuse 
meant something unpieasant. It is oom by 
employing such methods that the strikers 
can prolong the present condition of things 
at East St. Louis. Men who want work 
know that by trying it they risk their lives or 
a terrible beating. Some of the men in the Mis- 
souri Pacific shops have been frightfully beaten. 
One man was knocked down as he was pass- 
ing a crowd yesterday and _ received a 
kick in the face that almost tore his 
nose off. His assailants were strangers. 
This sort of work is always done by strangers. 
They are imported for the purpose. 

In all statements or appeals made to the 
public the strikers lose no opportunity of 
putting themselves on record as opposed 
to the_ destruction or damage to prop- 
erty. Yet in addition to all the personal 
outrages which have been committed 
10 per cent.’of the engines on the Southwestern 
system have been damaged by strikers. There 
are 1,050 locomotives in service on the sys- 
tem. More than 100 of these have 
been “killed” during the strike, and 
the cost of repairing them is estimated 
at $25,000. The expense of repairing a ** killed” 
engine is greater than generally supposed. If 
the fire is not drawn immediately after an engine 
has been blown off the crown and flue sheets are 
scorched and warped. The expense of replacing 
them is $300. The removal of eccentrics, eccen- 
tric straps, throttles, or link lifters is 
not attended with such heavy loss, but in eack 
instance will not fall below $100, as it costs $25 
to run an engine into the shop for examination. 
Contributions to the strikers’ fund are coming 
in slowly, and the wolf is already howling 
around the homes of some of the strik- 
ers. The General Executive Board tell 
visitors with a smile that their order is as rich as 
it is powerful, and that its members and those 
who befriend them will be well taken care of. 
In the next breath the assertion is made that the 


strike is only in its infancy. Strikers have already 


been refused credit forjtwo loaves of bread, 
simply because to give credit to one would 
mean in the opinion of the baker his ultimate 
ruin. As the baker thinks, so think the butcher 
and the grocer, If the strikers want bread they 
must pay forit. So say_the men who are com- 
pelled to pay for flour. Thisis the condition of 
things with the strike ‘**in its infancy.” 

None but strikers will be surprised if militia 
are quartered at East St. Louis to-morrow. 
Adjt.-Gen. Vance telegraphed Goy. Ogiesby this 
afternoon that matters had reached a crisis. The 
Governor has been pretty roughly criticised for 
failing to call out the militia weeks ago. It is 
remembered that he was not always so dilatory 
in this direction, and his present policy of doing 
nothing is generally attributed toa hankering 
for the labor vote. He is a candidate for re- 
election. 


The manifesto of the Knights of Labor does 
not seem to worry the railway officials at this 
end. It was stated at Mr. Gould’s office yester- 


day, and on his behalf, that, in regard to the 
matter of the price of coal, the opening of 
the Southwestern system had decreased the 
price of coal fully 25 per cent., and that, con- 
trary to the statement made, the general senti-- 
ment of the people along the line of the rail- 
road was in favor of the company. Mr. Gould, 
therefore, is of the opinion that the manifesto 
of the Knights will not produce-muoch, if any, 
effect in the Southwest. 


LIPS ACLES 
AFFAIRS AT FORT WORTH. 


-A WORKINGMAN’S POLITICAL PARTY TO BE 


ORGANIZED IN TEXAS. 

Fort Wort, Texas, April 7.—The city 
to-day presented a quiet appearance and there 
was nothing to remind one of the exciting times 
just past. Trains-eon the Missouri Pacific move 
north and south without molestation, and the 
indications are that commerce on all the roads 
will resume its former condition. Guards, it 
is true, are on the different freight trains and 
engines, and the Rangers are still here,. 
but the general belief is that there will be no 
further ;disturbance in this city or near it. Mr. 
Farmer, District Master Workman of As- 
sembly No. 78, Knights of Labor, said to-day 
that-be could not see how the -strike would end, 
and that he would not be surprised at almost 
any course affairs might take in the near 
future if the strike was not settled. 


Mr. Farmer belicves in Government control 
of railroads and like corporations. He is a

wellas by name. He believes that the present 
labor trouble will end in the organization of a 
workingman’s politicai party.

MR. POWDERLY’S VIEWS, 

THE LAST RAILROAD STRIKE THAT WILL?* 
OCCUR FOR MANY YEARS. 

Scranton, Penn., April 7.—For the first 
‘time since his return home from : New-York Mr. . 
Powderly, General Master Workman of the 
Knights of Labor, was able to leave his sick 
room to-day and give his personal attention to 
the mass of correspondence which has accumu-' 

. lated during his illness. 

“At this distance, and with the meagre. 1n-- 
formation I have,” hesaid toa reporter, “1 am 
unable to speak intelligently of the disturbances 
at St. Louis and Fort Worth; but I. have full 
confidence in the members of the General. 
Executive Board who are On the ground, 
and believe they will do what is best 
under the circumstances. Our order is foundea 


-On peace, It favors arbitration and it depre- 
cates violence as well as injustice. It did not 
create this strike, and I believe Secretary Turner 
and the gentlemen who are with him have de-: 
cided to leave the matter for settlement with 
the local assemblies who originated it, since our 
efforts in behalf of arbitration have not suc- 
ceeded.” 

When asked what he thought of Jay Gould’s 
recent utterances Mr. Powderly said that he 
would rather not reply at present. He was pre- 
paring a review of the entire question, which 
would be published in a few days. He ex- 
pressed himself as highly pleased witn the prop- 
osition to appoint a Congressional committee to 
investigate the Southwestern trouble, and 
hoped the investigation would be thorough and 
searching. no matter who suffered by it, ‘**The 
country ought to know whois at fault in this 
business,” he said, *‘and the blame should be 
ag +4 seared where it belongs, no matter who 
is hit. 

Mr. Powderly added that he thought both 
sides had learned a valuable lesson from this 
conflict, namely, the folly of striking, and ex- 

ressed it as his opinion that this would be the 
ast railroad strike tbe country would have in 
many-years. He believed in arbitration as the 
only reasonable remedy for settling differences 
between capital and labor, and every day the 
present strike is prolonged, he says, strengthens 
that belief. The Generali Master Workman is 
still quite feeble, as the result of his recent 
severe illness, but, to use his awn words, he has 
“no time to be sick,” and no better evidence of 
this fact could be had than the great amount of 
work which demands his attention. 


Lecnstacelgieciatals 
WHAT-SECRETARY TURNER SAYS. 
PHILADELPHIA, April?.—The Record to- 

morrow will print an interview with Seoretary| 

and Treasprer Turner, of the Knights of Labor 
who stopped here to-day on his way to Scranton to 
confer with General Master Workman Powderly. 

He said: ** We were willing to make many sacri- 

fices to have the troubles in the Southwest 

, Settled, but it appears from events that Jay 

Gould and H. M. Hoxie will not have it that way. 

With this state of affairs facing them the Gen- 

eral Board had no course open to it other than 

the recall of the order to resume work.” 

‘What is the present prospect for a settlement 
‘of the trouble, Mr. Turner?’ was asked. 

“The matter now rests with District Assem- 
blies Nos. 101, 98,and 17 of the Knights of La- 
bor,” he replied. ‘“*I see no chance of a settle- 
ment; in fact, the situation is worse now than it 
ever was. Mr. Gould undoubtedly is responsi- 
ble for the failure to keep the agreement. Mr. 
Hoxie, of course,is acting under the President's 
directions. The Fort orth affair is unfortu- 
pate, and the order, being opposed in every way 
to such measures, should not be held re- 
sponsible for it. The ople were driven 
to desperation, and the Deputy Sheriff who 
led the posse is a well known desperado. He has 
quite a history in that line. The dispatches sent 
by Mr. Hoxie to Jay Gould every day, telling 
of freight trains moving freely, are untrue, 
There isfpractically no freight traffic to ana 
from St. Louis. 





WRECK OF THE BETA, 


THREE LIVES LOST ON A GROUNDED 
SCHOONER. 

NEWBURYPORT, Mass., April 7.—Between 
7 and 8 o’clock last evening the British schooner 
Beta, from Halifax for Boston, struck on the 
beach at about the middle of Plum Island, near 
the: Halfway House, and four miles from the 
life-saving station. No light could be struck, 
and the crew were unable to signal the shore. 
About midnight Mr. Stevens and his family, oc- 
cupants of the Halfway House, discoverea the 
masts of the stranded vessel and visited the 
wreck. They 1tound it. abandoned. They at 
once instituted a search among the sand hilis 
and soon found a party, consisting of three men, 
-two women, and a child, all of whom were 
half dead from cold and exhaustion. They were 
taken to the house and cared for. The Beta, be- 
sides her crew of six men, had eight passengers, 
including two women and three children, re- 
turning to Boston from a visit to the Provinces., 
When the vessel struck the passengers were 
sent to the cabin, where they remained, until a 
,heavy sea almost filled it and drove them into 
| the rigging. Agirlof 3 years and an 8-months 
old infant were torn by the sea from the arms 
of their mother and drowned. The cook was 
iswept into his galley and drowned, being 
pinioned there by wreckage. The survivors, 
_soaked with water and half frozen to death, 
clung to the stays and shrouds until daybreak- 
when, the tide having fallen, a few men got 
/ ashore witha line, by means of which all.tne 
‘others were rescued. The accounts from the 
‘island are meagre, and no names have been 
learned. The Newburyport Humane Society 
has arranged for providing forthe immediate 
‘wants of the unfortunates. 





CITY ELECTIONS IN THE WEST. 
Mapzison, Wis., April 7.—For the first 
‘time since 1880 the Republicans of Madison have 
elected a Mayor, E. W. Keyes. His majority 
over his opponent, N. H. Moulton, the present 
‘incumbent, is 416. A year ago Moulton’s majori- 


ty was 800. The Republicans also elected 2 
Aldermen out of 12, and two Supervisors out 
-of four. Tne Common Council for next year 
will stand: Fifteen Democrats, three Repub- 
licans, and a Republican Mayor. 

RacrneE, Wis., April 7.—D. A. Olin, Re- 
publican, was elected Mayor by 560 majority.

The Council remains a tie.

“Republican ticket of Monmouth, 1il., was elected.

TWO HORSE THIEVES KILLED. 

NEW-ORLEANS, April 7.—Information has 
been received here that on Sunday evening two 
horse thieves were kiiled near San Augustine, 
Texas. They had six horses in their possession 
which they had stolen at various points on Red 
River and in the Parishes of De Soto and Sabine 
in thisState. The thieves had crossed the Sabine 


River into Texas, and were riding leisurely along 
when they were halted "by a Texas Sheriff and 
his posse, The bravadoes halted and fired, and 
then the Sheriff and his lieutenants poured a 
fusillade of lead into them, killing one man, 
mortally wounding tbe other, and slaying two 
horses. The thieves’ shots took no effect. The 
posse were in ambush. The wounded man was 
carried to San Augustine and medical attendance 
‘summoned. The doctor asked him his name, 
and he boldly replied “Jay Gould,” and spat in 
his face. He died a dew moments afterward... 
Neither man was identified, and they were 
buried by the wayside. One of the horses killed 
betonged to Dr. Mumford, of Pleasant Hill, La., 
and was being ridden by one of the thieves. 
Fourteen bullet holes were counted in the saddie.

GAS BILLS IN THE SENATE 


—_——@----—- 


TWO IMPORTANT MEASURES 
PASSED BY LARGE VOTES, 
SUSPICIOUS FACTS ABOUT THE STANDARD 
COMPANY—THREE OF THE BROADWAY 

RAILKOAD CHARTER BILLS PASSED. 

ALBANY, April 7.—The Senate only de- 
yosed a portion of its morning session to-day tu 
the discus-on of the Broadway repealing bills. 
The floor was cleared of all outsiders. This 
practice, Senator Pitts insists, shall be more 
closely followed in the future, for the Senate 
has been overrun this Winter with outsiders, 
having all sorts of missions, some of them not of 
the best character. The practice of issuing 
passes has been liberally followed by the Lieu- 
tenant-Governor, whose kindness of heart is 
such that he can say no to nobody, unless, for 
instance, the request should be for his signature 
to a Capitol appropriation bill. Senator Pitts 
took the floor and made a strong speech in sup- 
port of the repealing bills. He said, among 
other things: 

There were only two questions: firet, the necessity of 
legisiation, and, second, the power of the Jegisiature 
to‘act. Mr. Chittenden a:one, he held. maintained that 
there was no evidence of fraud. .Fraud can seldom 
be proved as directly as other offenses. Under the 
act of 1884 every step of street raliroad construction 
in New-York had been tainted with fraud. Since 
Tweed’s days there had been no such a earnival of 
corruption asin the action of the Aldermen with ref- 
ere:cs to that grant. Shall the originators of the 
fraud be permiited to retain the fruits of their iniquity 
or shall we resort t: even extreme measures to wrest 
from them their stolen property ¢ if the Legislature, 
without violating the Constitution or its oath of office, 
or trampling on vested rights, can do so, we all believe 
itis our duty to do so. ihe fourteenth amendment, 
he heid, was not in conflict witn the proposed legtsla- 
tion, Judge Dennis bad held that the Legislature 
could alter or amend the charter, whether derived 
under a general or special act. Judge Eari (70 N. Y.) 
sustains the power of the Legislature to repeal. It 
takes away 10 property, violates no cuntract, trenches 
on no vesied rights. In the t;reenwood case in “185i 
the Inited Stutes Sup eme Court decided thatthe 
Massachusetts | egislature had the right to repeal. 
Mr Potts read Judge Noxh Davis’s reeent 
opinion affirming that the hability to repeal en- 
ters into every contract made with corpurations. 
These bills do notconfiscate property. If the Legisla- 
ture has the power it is hign timethat the robbers be 
taken by the throat and an example be set for a bun- 
dred years at least, : : 

Replying to \\r. Pitts Mr. Fassett said no question of 
legisiative power of repeal «as raised. ‘The question 
wasastothe method. Under the Federal Constitu- 
jlon the proper way to proceed was under the general 
hw concerning a/l cases, to provide for the annulment 
f charters after due process of law before tbe courts. 

Mr, Smith said the second, or ** consents,” bill would 
Itimately go to the United States Supreme Court for 
nterpretation. ‘ihe Kepeal bill, however, presented no 
egalidifficuities. He maintained that with the repen! 
yfthe charter the consents ceased to be property and 
apsed into nothingness. He argued at great length 
the questions involved in the bills, and supported the 
oilla with much earnestness. ¥,3 

Mr. Vedder said the eves of every State in the Union 
were tixed on New-York, whose credit had stood like 
the Peak of !eneriffe. Any power the Legislature may 
have in these bills is not by virtue of any fraud. !f the 
Legislature has the right to repeal this charter it has 
the right to repeal any and all charters, rezardless of 
surrounding incidents. The right to pass the first bill 
{s not questioned, but the second bill is a necessary 

art of it, and both have been discussed. Hie devoted 
himself to a critical examination of the nature of the 
consents. He inquired whether the Legisiature, in an- 
nulling a charter, could thereby destroy judgment 
against the annulled corporation. 

After an extended colloquy between Messrs. 
Vedder, Low, and McMillan the Repeal bill was 
ordered to a third reading without dissent. The 
second or ** Consents” bill was ordered to a third 
reading by a viva voce vote, Mr. McMillan vot- 
ing in the negative. When the third hill, for the 
winding up of corporations which have 
been annulled by legislative enactment, 


was read Mr. Fassett moved to amend 
by striking out the maximum limit, 
$20,000, to the bonds of the Receiver. 
He held that the bill wasa general one, and in 
some cases where the legislature might annul 
tharters, such as the Western Union Telegraph 
Company, the West Shore Road, or other cor- 
porations of great magnitude, $20,000 might 
prove a ridiculously small bond. The amend- 
ment was unanimously adopted, and no maxi- 
mum was fixed to the Receiver’s bond. The bill 
Was progressed, with Mr. Fassett’s amendment. 

Mr. Low moved that the bills have their third 
reading, which was adopted. The first bill, an- 
nulling the charter of the Broadway Surface 
Railroad, was read. Mr. Nelson, in explaining 
his vote, stated that while a great wrong 
nad been committed, he differed from 
the committee as to the method of correct- 
ing the wrong. The remedy, he _ heid, 
was judicial, not legislative. He quoted Black- 
stone, section 1,798 of the code, and other au- 
thorities in opposition to the bill. He held that 
the bill was unconstitutional, that a trial by 
jury was required. 

The bill was then passed—Yeas, 30; nays, 2— 
Messrs. Fassett and Nelson. 

The second bill, relating to the consents, was 
passed by a vete of 28 to 4, Messrs. Fassett, 
McMillan, Nelson, and Raines voting in the 
negative. The third bill, providing for the 
winding up of corporations annulled by legisia- 
tive enactment, was passed by a vote of 31 to 1, 
Mr. Nelson voting in the negative. The modi- 
led form of the Cantor bill was recommitted to 
the Railroad Committee for amendment. k 

Mr. Peter Walrath was confirmed as Commis- 
sioner of Charities. 

The Senate passed to-day two gas bills, one 
urged by the Gas Consumers’ Association, the 
other by Gen. Spinola and ex-Senator Grady. 
The former regulates the formation of gas com- 
panies in the city of New-York that may be or- 
ganized after the first of April, 1886. Its features 
are the limitation of the price of gas to $1 25 per 
1,000 feet and the adoption of the English sliding 
scale of dividends, by which the company be- 
comes entitled for every five cents that it re- 
duces the price of gas below $125 
tol percent. dividends in addition to the 10 
per cent. authorized by this law. No company 
shall be formed with a capital of Jess than $2.500,- 
000, and business shall not be commenced until 
10 per cent. of thisamount has been paidin. Un- 
jess the company expends 10 per cent. of its cap- 
ital upon real estate or upon its plant or work 
within two years of the filing of its articles of 
association its charter shall cease. Bonds may 
be issued to an amount not exceeding the 
amount of money actually paid into the treas- 
ury. The gas which it manufactures solely for 
cooking and heating purposes shall be furnished 
at $1 per 1,000 feet. 

Permits for the opening of the streets and 
Jaying of the mains must be obtained of the 
Commissioner of Public Works, and the work of 
tearing up the pavements and relaying them 
must be done to the satisfaction of this official. 
That there may be no quibbiing as to its duty 
this clause is inserted in the bill: 

“It shall, however, be the duty of the Commissioner 
of Public Works to grant such permit under reasonable 
regulations as to the manner of laying the same, not 
inconsistent with the powers herein granted, and 
within 10 days after application therefor shall have 
been made.” 

Consumers are given the right to have their 
meters tested by the Gas Inspector, “if there be 
such an office,”’ (there is a State Inspector who 
holds a sinecure now and draws a handsome 
salary,) and the companies must comply with 
requests to this effect. The bill contains this 
provision, which by some is considered very im- 
portant: ‘*“*Any company subject to this act 
may lay its mains or pipes and supply its gas 
through the same without any further proceed- 
ings, conditions, or authority than those herein 
contained, save the consent thereto of the 
Mayor, Controlier, and President of the Depart- 
ment of Taxes and Assessments of the city of 
New-York.” Pooling and consolidation with 
other companies are strictly prohibited. The 
bill is so drawn that companies organized under 
it wil) hecome amenable to the jurisdiction of a 
Gas Commission should one be established by 
the Legislature. 

The Grady-Spinola-Standard Gas Company's 
pill passed the Senate by 20to4. The negatives 
were: Senators Comstock, Hendricks, Hoysradt, 
and Kellogg. The affirmatives were: Senators 
Barager, Coggeshall, Cullen, Daly, Dunham, 
Fagan, Griswold, Murphy, Nelson, Parker, 
Pierce, Plunkitt, Raines, Reilly, Smith, Trap- 
hagen, Vedder, Waiker, Wemple, and Worth. 
At Mr. Cullen's request the price which the com- 
pany may charge per 1,000 feet was restored to 
$1 50, the Senate having in Committee of the 
Whole fixed it at $1 25. When this was done 
Senator Smith further amended the bill so as to 
explicitly provide that the company shall be 
governed, both as to price and management, 
by the provisions of the general bill, which 
are outlined above. Mr. Smith says that this 
will place the Standard Company upon the same 

ar with companies organized under the general 

ill. At the head of this Standard Company is 
said to be W. 8S. Andrews, of the Steam Heat- 
ing Company. The beliet is becoming common 
that the consolidated gas companies are inter- 
ested in this bill. If the Standard Company 
should honestly go to work serving gas it wou!d 
undersell the consolidated companies, and for 
companies likely to be affected. by any such 
competition the consolidated companies have 
shown a suspicions indifference to the appear- 
ance of this bill at Albany. Nobody here is 
willing to believe that Messrs. Grady -and 
Spinola haye turned reformers, and propose to 
honestly serve the gas consumers of New-York. 

Senator Reiily’s bill and the Gas Commission 
pill of Senator Murphy, the former fixing the 
price of gas now furnished in New-York at $1 25 
per 1,000 feet, have been favorably reported by 
the Senate Cities Committee. The progress which 
these four bills make in the next four weeks 
will be well worth watching. 

The Senate is failing into the bad habit so 
common with its predecessor of kissing bills 
through. Some of the Senators who ordinarily 
can be relied upon to check the progress of 
vicious or doubtful measures are either relaxing 
their vigilance or are overcome with the desire 
to exhibit Senatorial courtesy. An instance of 
whis is furnished by the passage by thxt body to- 
day of Senator Cuilen’s biil to permit his brother- 
in-law, Michael Kane, to establish manure 
dumping nuisances along the East River. 
It compels the Board of Health to 
establish two or more’ places on_ the 
East River water front for the dumping of 
stable manure, The bill really isin the interest 
of the Senator’s brother-in-law, Kane, who has a 
contract with a number of stables in New-York 
for the removal of their manure. Kane already 
has two dumping yards of his own—one at Forty- 
seventh and the other at Ninety-seventh-street, 
East River. These became such nulsances under 
nis management that the ladies of Beekman 
Hill got after him in 1884, and he was compelled 
to pay a fine of $250 and to clean out his yards. 
By the passage of this bill it is hoped that 
the Board of Health will be compelled 
to designate his dumping grounds, and he will 
thus be relieved of his present necessity of main- 
taining .them strictly in conformity with the 





a 


sanitary laws. The Beckman Hill ladies and the 
Association for Improving the Condition of the 
Poor have kept such a strict watch upon Kane's 
Operations that he is compelled to be very caro- 
fui in managing his yards, and this burts the 
profits of his business. The stench from these 
yards was for a !ong time ,a source of the keen- 
est annoyance to everybody in those sections of 
the city, The Board of Health has protested 
against the passage of the bill. Yet to-day 19 
Senators voted for itand only 83—Senators Dun- 
ham, Fassett, and Kellogg—against it. The 19 
were Senators Barager, Coggeshall, Connelly, 
Cullen, Fagan, Hoysradt, Low, Murphy, Nelson, 
Pierce, Pitts, Piunkitt, Raines, Reilly, Sloan, 
Smith, Traphagen, Wemple, and Worth. 

The Senate passed Mr. Daly’s Aloermanic bill 
by a vote of 25to 2. Messrs, Worth and Mur- 
phy voting no. Mr. Fassett, in voting for it, 
said it would make the Aldermanic Board of 
New-York perpetually Democratic, but matters 
could not be any worse, and if the Democrats 
could improve matters he was willing to rise 
above party and vid them godspeed, The Sen- 
ators who did not_ vote were Fagan, Reilly, and 
Traphagen, of New-York, and Vedder and 
Wemple, all of Whom were present to-day. The 
bill provides that 15 Aldermen shall be elected 
annually on a general ticket, that candidate 
having the largest number of votes to be the 
President of the board and to receive a salary of 
$3,000. The salary of the others is fixed at $2,000. 

The thousands who have been entertained and 
instructed by Prof, Bickmore’s illustrated lect- 
ures at the American Museum of Natural His- 
tory will be pieased to learn that a bill passed 
the Assembly to-day to more widely diffuse the 
information contained in these lectures. There 
was some opposition to it at first, because it ap- 
propriates $18,000 from the common sc:.ool fund 
of the State. But this came from the coun- 
try members who, knew little ‘or nothing 
about the subject in hand. When Messrs. 
Hamilton, MeCleiland, Kruse, Erwin, and 
Curtis came to _ its rescue, it peut by 
a vote of 82to14. It provides that the Superin- 
tendent of Public Instruction may make an 
avreement with the American Museum of Nat- 
ural History otf New-York for a term of four 
years to furnish a free course of instruction, 
illustrated, on human and comparative anato- 
my, physiology, zoology, physical geography, 
and other subjects to the teachers of the com- 
mon schools, the norm.| schools of the State, 
the Normal College of the City of New-York, 
and the Training School for Teachers in Brook- 
lyn, At least one lecture a year must be viven 
to the several normal schools of the State 
and to supply to the public schools all such 
plates, applhances, and apparatus as may be 
necessary forthe proper presentation to_ their 
teachers and pupils of this instruction, The Su- 
perintendent is also authorized to make any 
agreement for repeating the lectures to artisans, 
mechanics, and other citizens when a room 
capable of holding 1,000 persons is built as an 
extension to the museum building. The sum 
of $18,000 is to be appropriated annually for the 
maintenance of this course of instruction dur- 
ing the term of the agreement. 

Mr. Tappan, of Onondaga, made a desperate 
attempt to get the Assembly to read his Grain 
Elevator bill. It was a great misfortune, he 
said, that the rich men of New-York and Buffalo 
should come to Albary and get such a grip on 
the Legisiature as to prevent the passage 
of such a meritorious measure. As usual; 
the Bufffalo and the Brooklyn mem- 
bers rose up as one man against 
progressing the bill. His motion, which re- 
quired a two-thirds vote, was lost by 40 to 26. 

It is believed by everybody around the Legis- 
lature that the elevator men of New-York and 
Buffalo have spent money among Assemblymen 
and Senators to. kill this bill. Franklin Wood- 
ruff, of Brooklyn, has been one of its foremost 
opponents. The bill reduces the prices of ele- 
vating grain to a point where the canal boat- 
men can live. The business of grain elevating 
must be exceedingly profitable, else it would not 
be possible to defeat this bill by the use of money 
year after year. 

Assemblyman Brown, of Brooklyn, intro- 
duced a bill to-day, and had it made a special or- 
der for next Monday night, giving Brooklyn's 
Board of Estimate. composed of the Mayor, 
Controller, and Auditor, the sole power of regu- 
lating the salaries of policemen and firemen. 

Gen. Batcheller will move to-morrow for the 
passage of the bill which he introduced in the 
House, and which Senator Fassett haS already 
passed through the Senate, providing for the 
better protection of children in public institu- 
tions against contagious eye diseases, The bill 
has peen compelled to follow some 
turtuous paths in the Assembly commit- 
tees, but Gen. Batcheller has closely 
watched it ever since it was placedin his charge. 
“T have seen,” said he to-day, “the photo- 
graphs of 50 cases of Egyptian ophthalmia, con- 
tracted in some of the institutions of which the 
victims were inmates, I have seen so many cases 
of this kind in Egypt that I consider it most hu- 
mane to take the necessary precautions against 
its spreading among the children of asylams and 
public institutions.” The bili requires every in- 
stitution incorporated under the laws of this 
State for the express purpose of receiving and 
caring for children, except hospitals, to select a 
regular physician to look after these cases of con- 
tagious eye diseases. 





THE MEN'S DEMANDS GRANTED. 


DEACON RICHARDSON CONCLUDES TO LIVE 
UP TO HIS GOLDEN RULE THEORY. 

For the second time yesterday the At- 
lantic-Avenue Railroad Company, which oper- 
ates seven horse car lines in Brooklyn and em- 
ployes nearly 3,000 men, was obliged to grant 
the demands of its employes for better wages 
and shorter hours. The meeting between 
the Executive Committee of the Directors 
of the company and the Executive 
Committee of District Assembly No. 75, 
Knights of Labor, which was arranged 
on Tuesday night took place at 4 o’clock yester- 
day afternoon at the offices of the company on 
Atlantice-avenue. President Richardson was 
backed up by his associates, John G. Jenkins, 
ex-Mayor Frederick A. Schroeder, Henry Meyer, 
and Treasurer Frost. The committee represent- 
ing the Knights consisted of Messrs, O’Donnell, 
Best, Graham, Wallace, Downing, and Hughes, 
Benjamin F. Tracy, the counsel of the com- 
pany, was present, but had nothing to say. 

The list of 25 demands.made by the men was 
presented to the officials and each point careful- 
ly discussed. The one which dealt with the 
vexed question of trippers required an hour 
for its settlement. Committeeman O’Donnell 
claimey that in spite of the agreement: of March 
4 theré were a large number of drivers and 
conductors on the various roads of the 
oom pany, who were earning only $1 10 
aday. Mr. Richardson said that was because he 
understood the original agreement to be that 
trippers should be paid so much pertrip. On 
the seven-trip roads they were to get 80 centsa 
trip, and on the six-trip roads 334 cents. Mr, 
O'Donnell said that would not do; the trippers 
must be guaranteed $1 50a day whether they 
made one rip or five. 

After considerable discussion the demand was 
agreed to and attention was turned to the sec- 
tion demanding that stablemen be paid $12 25a 
week. They are at present paid $11 a week. Mr. 
Richardson made a strong fight against this 
point, and showed the committee their agree- 
ment of March 4, where it was settled that sta- 
biemen were to be paid $11 a week and 
to work 12 hours a day; extras to be 
paid $1 50 a day. The Knights said _ it 
didn’t make any difference, stablemen must 
get $12 25a week and care for only 18 horses, and 
ina few minutes the Deacon and his associates 
gave in. They also agreed to pay conductors 
and drivers having runs to picnic grounds 30 
cents an hour for all the time they were delayed. 

The next deman: was that the uniforms of the 
conductors be changed and blue ones similar to 
those used on the Brooklyn City roads adopted. 
This the Deacon agreed to do when his contract 
with his present clothier expired. The question 
of wages paid to other employes was settled on 
this basis: Laborers to receive $1 60a day; ram- 
mers, $1 90: pavers, $2 15; night watchmen, $13 
a week. The rate of wages of mechanics was 
left inabeyance to besettled by another com- 
mittee. 

The agreements were all reduced to writing 
and will be signed to-day. In answer toa ques- 
tion by Mr. Richardson, Committeeman O’Don- 
nell stated that the agreement would be good 
until Jan. 1, 1887, and that the committee would 
be responsible for its strict observance. The 
conference then broke up. Last night the 
headquarters of District Assembly No. 75, at No. 
359 Fulton-street, were overrun by members of 
the Assembly, who held a meeting and adopted 
the above report of the Executive Committee.

MR. HOPPER’S FORGhD TAX RECEIPTS. 

John A. Hopper, of No. 75 Woodbine- 
street, Brooklyn, was surprised yesterday to 
find some of his property on Palmetto and Ivy 
streets down inalist of property to be sold on 
Wednesday next for the arrears of taxes of 1884. 
He had paid those taxes, and went to the Tax 
Office yesterday and complained about it. He 
said that he sent his two bills, amounting re- 
4 our dt et f to $7 31 and $6 09, with a check for 
the total amount, to the Tax Office by his 
nephew on Dec. 16, 1884. The young man re- 
turned them ‘stamped “ Paid by check Dec. 16, 
1884, James Tanner,” and bearing also the signa- 
ture ‘* James Tanner, Colleetor.” Mr. Hopper 
produced these receipted bills and Deputy Col- 
lector Rushmore pronounced them forgeries. 
Mr. Hopper said he had given the same relative 
a check for his taxes of 1885 and had what pur- 
ported to be a receipted hill. He refused to give 
the name of the relative, but said he knew where 
he was and would get an explanation out of 
him. Deputy Collector Rushmore reported the 
matter to Corporation Counsel Jenks, who is to 
decide what steps are to be taken to secure the 
arrest of the guilty party. 





NOELKE PAID HIS FINE. 

Charles D. J. Noelke was convicted in 
the Court of General Sessions four years ago of 
selling Louisiana lottery tickets inthis city. He 
was sentenced to one year’s imprisonment in the 
penitentiary and ordered to pay a fine of $250. 
His clerk, Jacob Marks, was at the same time 
sentenced to two months’ imprisonment in the 
penitentiary, Both cases were appealed, and 
final adverse decision was made by the Court 
of Appeals three weeks ago. Application was 
then made to Gov. Hill for a pardon for both of- 
fenders. Word was received at the District At- 
torney's ofiice yesterday that Gov. Hill had com- 
muted Noelke’s sentence to the payment ofa 
fine of $1,750. The fine was paid and Noelke 
was set free. Marks was sent to the peniten- 
tiary to serve his term of two months, as the 
Governor refused to interfere in his case.

WHY THERE IS AGITATION INTHE 
NEW-YORK CLUB. 

MEMBitRS WHO RESENT A REFLECTION UPON 
COMMODORE J. D. SMITH=-LIVELY TIMES 
AHEAD, 

There is sadness and there is & gnashing 
of teeth up on Madison-square. Warand ru- 
mors of war fill the solemn old building above 
the Worth Monument, where Broadway. and 
Fifth-avenue meet. The New-York Club is in 
distress, and the ancient and honorable gentle- 
men who dine and gossip there are having a high 
old time—a lively little circus of their own in 
rivalry of the show of Brother Barnum over the 
way. 

And bluff and hearty Commodore James D. 
Smith is the innocent cause of it all. The Com- 
modore, who, besides being one of the busiest 
men in this town, is to be made President of the 
Stock Exchange two or three weeks ‘hence, is 
Vice-President of the grave and exclusive New- 
York Club; and—as goes without saying—is 
second to no man therein popularity. His good 
stories are always new; his elassware is never 
stained by ougbt but the choicest, 

When he drops into the club gentlemen who 
seek entertainment drift over toward him, and 
even the magnificent Mr. Roscoe Conkling has 
been known to pay the good and genial James 
D. the tribute of pushing back his dainty chop 
and dish of sizzling onions to join the applause 
of some specially succulent yarn served up by 
the Wall-street seaman. Yet James D., he, has 
brought the exclusive old New-York Club intoa 
pretty how-de-do, and the dignified colaborers 
at little round-top tabies have gone to mixing a 
very stalwart Kentucky sort of English with 
their blue grass potations. A manof the mod- 
est name of Smith never stirred up such a hub- 
bub in aristocratic circles in this town before. 
If he had planned it the Commodore could not 
have brought on such a state of things, but he 
didn’t plan it; he is a wholly innocent firebrand; 
he still goes jovially on with good stories and 
dinners. 

The New-York Club’s present President is 
William A. Wickers. He formally announced 
some time ago that for personal reasons he in- 
tended to retire at the end of his present year’s 
service. There was no questioning his sincerity. 
Men who knew him understood that he meant 
just what he said. Then everybody fell to con- 
swratulating themselves that the genial Commo- 
dore Smith was in the direct line of promotion, 
and would naturally step from the Vice-Presi- 
dency into the biggest chairof the club. Com- 
modore Smith’s friends feared that he would 
find it impossible to accept the new honor be- 
cause of the many other calls upon his time. 
But they did not seek to irritate anybody by de- 
claring that he would refuse the post. He 
would of course be tenderea the compliment as 
predecessors had before him; this much was 
considered settled, and nobody supposed the 
club’s Nominating Committee was charged with 
anything more than a perfunctory duty so far 
as the Presidential office went. 

BE. 8. Chapin, Angelo Meyers, William H. Duff, 
William C. Ward, and 8. W. Lapsley constitute 
the Nominating Committee. They went to work 
with an ardor that surprised folks, and prompt- 
ly brought outa ticket headed with President 
Wickers’s name. This was & compliment that 
everybody applauded, but, of course, President 
Wickers stood by his word and passed the honor 
by. Then the name of Commodore Smith was 
waited for. It did not appear. Instead, the 
committee calmly gave him the go-by, and tend- 
ered the office to Mr. John H. Beach. Mr. 
Beach explained that he never allowed ambition 
to crowd out his sense of social propriety, and 
the committee put to sea again, Hints did not 
steer them. The next time they brought in the 
name of Mr. C. L. Tiffany. Mr. Tiffany smiled, 
thanked the gentlemen, and sugge ted that they 
move alohg. They moved. Still they could not 
tind beauty in the name of Smith. Now came 
they in with the ensign of Mr. George W. Cot- 
trell. Mr. Cottrell was not any hungrier than 
any of the others for the honor, and he piled his 
declination atop of those already barvested. 

If there wasevera group of gentlemen in a 
quandary it was the group that forms that New- 
York Club Nominating Committee. What should 
they do? Whatcould they do? To all conun- 
drums fell upon them the same answer uniform- 
ly: “Smith!” And the committee caved. Smith 
it might be. And Smith it was to the club's de- 
light. A letter something like this was mailed 
to the Commodore a couple of days ago: 

To James D. Smith, Esq.: 

You are hereby notified that you are nominated as 
President of the New-York Club for the ensuing year. 

K. 8S. CHAPIN, Chairman Nominating Committee. 

A letter something like this went flying back 
to the gentlemen of the committee yesterday: 
To the Committee on Nominations, New-York Olub : 

GENTLEMEN: I havereceived your note extending 
to methe nomination for President of tha New-York 
Club. It will not be possible for me to accept it. and I 
beg you to receive my declination of the honor you 
convey. Wishing the club great prosperity, I am 
yours, &c.- JAMES D. SMITH. 

That was brief. It was polite, too. But there 
is no doubt about what it meant. 

“Of course Commodore Smith refuses to take 
such a nomination.” said one of that gentleman’s 
friends yesterday. “Even had he been fairly 
treated and—as all rules of courtesy among gen- 
tlemen required—tendered the compliment ofa 
nomination at the start, when it was his right- 
ful due, he would have been obliged to decline 
the honor, for the reason that calls upon his 
time have so grown tIately that he would have 
no opportunity to do the office justice. But that 
does not excuse this committee. It deliberately 
snubbed him. Andin doing that they acted in 
aspirit unworthy of the club, andthe club re- 
sents it. The committee already is paying the 
penalty of its action. 

it is said in excuse of the committeemen that 
they understood the Commodore would de- 
cline the nomination if offered to him. That 
has nothing to do with the case. What right 
had they to be guided by hearsay? The club 
owed him the compliment; the members of the 
club, aside from this committee, were anxious 
to pay that compliment, and these five men had 
no right to intrude their personal feelings, 
spites, grudges, or whatever their incentiye 
might be, to put the clubin a bad position. It 
is grave business for the club. There is a deep 
feeling of resentment among influential mem- 
bers. A row of thissort can kill a club quick 
enough, even if itis able to withstand old-fogy- 
ism and dry rot.” 

Despite his unqualified declination Commo- 
dore Smith’s name has been posted by the Nom- 
inating Committee on the club’s bulletin board 
as the regular candidate for President. The 
ticket is rounded out by ex-President J. H. Her- 
rick, of the Produce Exchange, for Vice-Presi- 
dent. To this there is also a storm in the club. 
Mr. Herrick is popular, and has the respect of 
all his brother members, but the objection is 
raised that he isa new man in the club, having 
been elected to membership not more than 12 
months ago, while in the club’s) membersdip are 
many older men who would be pleased by the 
recognition of such a nomination, standing, as 
the Vice-President does, according to past usage, 
in direct line for promotion to its Presidency. 

An influential member of the club calied on 
Mr. Herrick yesterday and explained that 
though he was Mr. Herrick’s warm personal 
friend he should.vote against him on the ground 
that the Nominating Committee deserved re- 
buke. An independent ticket will be put in the 
tield within a day ortwo. A delegation of mem- 
bers cailed upon Commodore Smith yesterday 
to urge that he allow them to_use his name to 
head this independent ticket. He assured them 
that he could not look out for the interests of 
the club as he should desire, other matters press- 
ing so hard upon him. But the gentiemen in- 
sisted, and it is likely that when the election of 
the club takes place, 10 days hence, Commodore 
Smith’s name will be on two tickets, all protests 
from him notwithstanding. 

Meantime a very lively war of words goes on 
wherever the sad members of the Nominating 
Committee do happen to collide with the breth- 
ren. No firearms are allowed on the premises.

HOW THE WORKING CONVIOTS OF KEN- 


TUCKY ARE ABUSED. 

Pranxrort, Ky., April 7.—The Senate-of 
Kentucky was never more deeply interested than 
yesterday afternoon. The Hon.Theodore Hallam, 
of Covington, the bome of Carlisle, having been 
granted the privilege of addressing the Senate in 
the Committee of the Whole, severely criticised 
and caustically condemned the report of a joint 
committee which had recently investigated the 
treatment and condition of convicts who have, by 
State sanction, been hired to contractors and by 
them sublet for coal mining purposes to private 


corporations. Mr. Hallam concluding, the Hon- 
John Newman and Senator Robert Burnett ad- 
dressed the Senate and as members of 
the committee which has investigated the 
convict question related unanswered a 
condition of affairs, so far as convicts are 
concerned, that would be impossible to believe 
but for the high and unimpeachable char- 
acter of the speakers, The charges made 
were chiefly those of tinwarranted and 
unnecessaty and inhumen brutality, to 
substantiate which was woven a web of 
facts that were absolutely undeniable. It 
was clearly demonstrated that the shorthand 
writer, who was employed to take the testi- 
mony attending the legal investigation, has re- 
fused mysteriously and by the advice of 
the Hon. Frank Strdiuss, a member of 
the House, and presumably a friend of the con- 
tractors, to make a transcript of his notes, be- 
cause they undoubtedly reveal facts that show a 
state of affairs at the convict mines disgraceful 
beyond description. 

Representative Newman said that an old 
Union soldier, who by accident had taunted the 
Warden, was knocked down with the butt-end 
of a whip, and beaten to such an_ extent 
that his life was despaired of. He was 
sick and staggering at the time, but the salary of 
the mine boss depending upon the amount 
of labor obtained from the industry of 
the convicts, that individual grossly 
mistreated this man and many _ others. 
This occurred in December, but the 
marks of the lash yet remain. in another in- 
stance it was related that in the case of a con- 
sumptive prisoner, whose task had always been 
performed, but who had, although a trusty 
man, attempted to escape, he was made 
to straddle a barrel and submit to a severe lash- 
ing, then put to bed, and three hours 
later, bleeding and smarting, was removed 
and again thrasiied. This convict’s cry 
was: “Great God, kill me, but for 
the love of Christ whip me no 
more!” It was proved tnat the food of the con- 
victs in nearly all instances has consisted of 
frozen, and sometimes rancid, fat bacon; 
that they work six days during the 
week, when regular miners can _ live 
only by working four days: that their 
dinner is eaten under ground and in water al- 
most knee deep, and, to quote Senator Burnett's 
set speech, “their condition is worse than any 
slave ever endured, and little short of the worst 
conception of the infernal regions.” 

The House of Representatives passed to-day, 
through the advocacy otf Mr. James Denton, 
Republican Representative, and others, a bill 
which will. with the Senate’s concurrence, pre- 
vent the further lease of convicts for mining 

urposes. Said a member: ‘* Democracy has 

ad ashaking up in this State that will surely 
revolutionize matters. Facts that THe Nrw- 
York TrMeEs and Cincinnati Commercial Gazette 
have told truthfully have opened the eyes 
of everybody and contributed materially to 
bringing about a reform which will do much to- 
ward putting a Republican in the United States 
Senate as Beck’s successor.” ltis hard to say 
how the Senate will act.

THE CONNECTICUT LEGISLATURE.

HARTFORD, Conn., April 7.—The fire in- 
surance men of Hartford are much pleased 
over the defeat of the objectionable bills which 
were reported favorably by a majority of the 
Insurance Committee, these being the War- 
rantee, Standard Policy, and Agents bills, the 
latter making all solicitors recognized agents. 
All three passed the House, but were rejected 
by the Senate, and the House adhered to its 


former action. There were introduced 26 differ- 
ent bills aimed at the business of fire in- 
surance, four or five being valued policy 
bills, and all but two or three were pre- 
sented by Mr. Clarke, of Haddam, The fact 
that there were no petitions in aid of the legisla- 
tion asked for, and that the bills were practically 
inspired by one man, led to the conclusion that 
the whole matter was in the nature of special 
legislation, which is ordinarily carefully avoided 
in statutory enactments. The House in passing 
the three bills referred to was more disposed to 
do a favor for a fellow-member than to commit 
itself to an indorsement of the measures under 
consideration, and members felt. safe in taking 
the risk because of a reasonable certainty that 
the Senate would take different action. That 
the original House vote was not expressive of 
the real sentiment of that body is evident from 
the fact that no effort was made to have a Com- 
mittee of Conference appointed, a vote being 
promptly taken to adhere. Probably this will 
be the last of an attempt to seoure granger legis- 
lation in insurance matters in this State. 

Copies of the two or three insurance journals 
published in New-York, and containing charges 
that Henry T. Sperry, the newly appointed In- 
surance Commissioner for this State, had been 
soliciting insurance sgdvertisements for New- 
York companies for a legislative annual issued 
by the Hartford Post, of which he is part pro- 
prietor, upon the strength of his appointment 
and the position he is to occupy after July 1, 
were circulated about the Capitol to-day, and 
caused a great deal of comment, It was repre- 
sented in these articles that Mr. Sperry had his 
business partner with him. and that the com- 
panies were unduly persuaded to grant favors 
by reason of their relations with the Insurance 
Department here. Among Senators who had 
votea to confirm Sperry there was a very strong 
denunciation of his course, provided the state- 
ments were true, and it wassaid by several mem- 
bers that if the confirmation could be revoked 
it would be done, What the power of the Sen- 
ate in this respect is does not seem to be clearly 
understood, and there is talk of an executive 
session to consider the matter. Gov. Harrison 
will have his attention called to the articles in 
question when he comes here to-morrow. 


THE WHEAT 
a 

Curoaco, April ?7.—The following is the 
Farmers’ Review summary of the wheat crop 
up to April 5: The growing winter wheat enters 
the second of the spring months under condi- 
tions scarcely if ever better. This appears to be 
true from a close study of the reports of all the 
Winter wheat States, with the exception of 
Kansas and Michigan, The former State appears 
destined to have nearly a repetition of the short 
crop of last year, Only two of the counties em- 
bodied in the latest report make favorable re- 
turns, while the remainder indicate that nearly 
all the fields show the effect of winter killing. 
In Ellis County the outlook is so poor that al- 
ready some of the flelds have been plowed up, 
and the only fields which appear to have escaped 
from the effectsof the alternate thawing and 
freezing were those where the grain was sown 
among the corn stalks. In Michigan the outlook 
is not favorable. Many of,the fields are re- 
ported looking brown and dead,and in many 
instances the crop has been pronounced a fail- 
ure, while the output promises to be considera- 
bly short of the *‘ bumper crop” of the last two 
years, and there is still promise of a fair averare 
yield in that State. . 

The reports from the remaining Winter wheat 
States are uniformly good. The fields in Ken- 
tucky, Tennessee, and Missouri, present a very 
iavorable appearance. The plant is healthy, and 
with plenty of moisture there remains nothing 
at present to threaten it. Steuben County, Ind., 
reports that the injury inflicted by the fly in the 
Fall and by freezing causes some of the fields to 
present an_unfavorable appearance, with the 
ay of not exceeding one-half of a crop. 

he remaining reports indicate that the outlook 
is good and above the average throughout the 
State. In some Southern counties of Illinois. 
Winter killing is reported, but in the main re- 
ports are favorable. 

The reports from the Pacific coast are gener- 
ally of a glowing character. Taking the country 
at large the present prospect is that not to exceed 
5 per cent. of the acreage sown in the Fall, but 
will show that it has passed through the Winter 
safely, with the additional prospect of a full 
average yield. ere has been a littie Spring 
seeding in lowa, Nebraska, Wisconsin, Minne- 
sota, and Dakota. but it has been of a desultory 
character, and Active Spring operations are not 
expected to begin before April 10 to April 15.

AFFAIRS OF THE RAILWAYS.

A: NEW SCHEDULE OF RATES. 
ANOTHER AGREEMENT OF THE NORTHWEST~" 
ERN ROADS, 

Oxn1caco, April 7.—Representattves of the 
roads in the. late Northwestern Traffic Associa- 
tion tore to ‘pieces the schedule of rates adopt- 
ed yesterday, and agreed upon a new one, which, 
it is the general opinion, nobody will live up 
to the Illinois Central, upon whose assent the 
adoption of yesterday’s tariff depended, decilned 
to-duy to accept theschedule, on the ground 
that the roads party to it had made time 
contracts at lower rates, and the Chicago, Bur- 
lington and Quincy also refused to enter the 
new agreement. Concerning tae [llinois Central 
charges the Milwaukee: and St. Paul said it had 
made but two contracts at the 10-cent rate, and 
the Rock Island saidit had made none. [fhe 
Northwestern refused to show ita hands, though 
claiming that none cf the contracts it had made 
would interfere with the maintenance of the 
proposed schedule. 

The other roads, however, insisted that the 
Northwestern had made a number of contracts 
at reduced rates, and they did not think it advisa- 
ble to legalize them by adopting them as regular. 
Most of the roads but the Burlington favored 
a new and lower schedule than that of yesterday 
and all but that road, the Iowa Central, the Iili- 
nois Central, and the Minnesota and Northern 
agreed upon a tariff ranging from 80 cents first 
class down to 10 cen Just how much 
faith the roads have in the new schedule 
may be judged from the fact that any 
road may withdraw from the agreement 
on two days’ notice, and ali the roads may meet 
any cut made by one of them. Eust-bound 
freight business from St. Paul has been much 
less demoralized than that from St. Paul 
south, and the roads were able to agree Upona 
schedule rangine from 45 cents for first class 
down to 10 cents for this business. Grain and 
grain products from St. Paul to Chicago and 
Miiwaukee is rated at 12% cents, and to Lake Su- 
perior pvints at 7% cents.

But it will not consent 
to exert any influence whatever on its individual 
producers and shippers as to the amount of 
their respective production. It will as hereto- 
fore extend ali its facilities to the transportation 
of their respective shipments whatever the ca- 
pacity and business discretion of the shippers 
may see fit to make them.” .

TEXAS AND PACIFIC EARNINGS. 
Messrs, B. G. Clarke and Charles Dilling- 
ham, Receivers of the Houston and Texas Cen- 
tral Railway, have issued a statement to the 
Auditors of that company covering the history 
of the road from the date of their appointment 


on Feb. 23, 1885, to Dec. 31, 1885, a fraction over 
10 months. They append a statement showing 
the operations of the company for all of 1885 and 
@& comparison with former years. The main line 
of the company extends from Houston to Ked 
River City—345 miles—and there are two 
branches, one from Hempstead to Austin—119 
miles—and the other from Bremond to Ross, 57 
miles—a total of 521 miles, Earnings from Feb. 
28 to Dec. 31 amounted to $2,464,504 64; operating 
expenses were $1,702,341 06, interest, taxes, Kc., 
amounting to enough to send this expense ag- 
gtecate up to $1,816,496 36. This leaves a surplus 
of $648,008 28. From the surplus have come new 
equipment expenditures of $125,844 63, leaving 
subject to the order of the courts from the 
operation of the road $522,663 65. From this has 
been paid $265,722 02 on account of debts exist- 
ing prior to the appointment of the Receivers, 
leaving still unapplied a surplus of $256,941 63. 
The earnings for 1885, $2,789,915 14, showed an 
increase of $192,067 76 over 1884. The expenses 
of $2,212,559 22 showed a decrease of $7,551 31. 
The Keceivers point out that many substantial 
improvements on roadbed, &c., have been made.

Boston, April 7,—At the New-York and 

New-England bond sale hearing to-day Zenas 

Crane, Patrick Maguire, and Warren E. Locke, 

of the Governor’s Council of 1885, were heard, 


and also Mr. Cobb, of Brewster, Cobb & Esta- 
brook, the New-York syndicate’s brokers. The 
testimony of the Councilors was similar to 
that of the Lieutenant-Governor given yes- 
terday, while Mr. Cobb told of his interview 
with the Goverhor and Council after the 
bids were opened.

ONCE HE BOXED HER BARS 


—— 
MR, AND MRS, SUTTIE’'S MARITAL 


TROUBLES. 
THE WIFE ACCUSED OF FLIRTING OUTRA- 
“GEOUSLY AND TRE HUSBAND-CHARGED 
WITH CRUELTY. 


Marie Suttie says that her husband, 
William J. Suttie, has treated her badly, sz& she 
wants a limited divorce from him. Onee, sho 
says, he boxed her ears. Mr. Suttie admits this 
to be true, but tells a curious story in extenua- 
tion of his act: “*lam a member of the Ro- 
man Catholic Church,” he says, “and, be- 
fore making a confession o2, my sing, 
I believe that it is necessary to examine 
my conscience. On Sept. 6, 1884, I retired to my 
room. My wife at once began to play on the 
piano as loudly as possiu.e, To divert my mind 
I put on my hat to go out, as 1 could not stand 
it. She was sitting on the piano stool,.and as IT 
passed I kissed her. She held me and asked me 
why I was going out. I told her that while she 
was making so much noise I couidn’t examine 
my conscience, 

‘* Your conscience! Ha! ha! ha!’ she ex- 
claimed, ‘you haven’t got any, you blamed 
jealous old fool!’ 

**I was 80 angry that 1 couldn't restrain my- 
self, so [ boxed her ears and walked out. I crew 
repentant, however, and, though she was very 
much provoked, a reconciliation was effected.” 

But Mrs. Suttie, who seems to be a very lively 
young woman, says that her hushand did worse 
than box her ears, He cut off at least a yard of 
her tresses for the purpose of lessening her 
beauty and diminishing her desire for admira- 
tion trom others than himself. He answers that 
he trimmed off a few inches at her own request. 
She further declares that he gave. her a black 
eye with a blacking brush, imposed on her a 
flannel skirt soaked with oil of turpentine, when 
she had asked him for a mustard plaster, and 
staid away at night when he should have been 
at_her side, 5 

Suttie has presented to the Supreme Court evi- 
dence to show tbat he has been a long-suffering 
man, and that he has repeatedly forgiven her for 
putting herself in positions in which a good wife 
would never be found. In 1884, he says, after 
repeated solicitation, he gave her permission to 
visit a certain Widow Potter, in Toronto, Van- 
ada, on condition that she would write him a 
daily history of her life away from bis side. 
irom Toronto she wrote day after day to her 
husband. But the task grew irksome. She 
met Charles H. Black, and the allurements 
of his society drew her away from con- 
templation of the loneliness of her hus- 
band in New-York. Suttie grew weary of 
waiting for letters from her, and he wrote that 
she mustreturn within a certain périod or she 
would thereafter have to seek the hospitality of 
her mother’s home in Newark. According to 
Mr. Black, who has testified in Toronto under a 
commission issued here, Mrs. Suttie showed him 
her husband’s letter, and remarked by the way 
that ‘she would do as she pleased about return- 
ing; if her husband had any objections to her 
returning to New-York a little later, it didn’t 
make any difference to her.” 

Meantime she amused herself with bugey 
rides in the suburbs of Toronto with Black, and 
with osculatory exercises in conjunction with 
him. She also took moonlight rows on Toronto 
Bay with one Benjamin Allen. A storm overtook 
them once, and they had to take refuge in Mr. 
Allen’s sumptuous boathouse. But her fondness 
for Black was greater than for Allen. Whenshe 
was ready to return home, in final obedience to 
her husband’s call, Black accompanied her on 
her journey. Her husband met her at the 
Grand Central Station, and she introduced him 
to Black. 

Mr. Suttie says that Black looked pale and 
seemed fearful on meeting him, but_ those facts 
did not affect his mind then, tor he did not even 
conjecture what had been going on in Canada. 
But when Mrs. Suttic asked him for permission 
to visit Coney Island with Black on the follow- 
ing day he peremptorily refused it. Visiting a 
hotel the next morning to meet Black he found 
on the table a telegram in which Mrs. Suttie 
asked the young Canadian to meet her. That 
night he quarreled with his wife, accusing her of 
improper conduct. In anger he left the house, 
and on his return he found the following letter: 

DEAR HUSBAND: I am a guilty wretch and have 
brought disgrace upon a kind, honest husband. I shall 
not cause you any more shame by remaining in your 
house. Send my trunk to the Forty-second-street sta- 
tion to-morrow morning. Good-bye. MAY. 

The next morning, Mr. Suttie says, he found 
Mrs. Suttie and Black at the railroad station. 
After some preliminary bad language they ad- 
journed to the Grand Union Hotel, where Mr. 
Suttie told his wite she was a guilty woman. 
Black championed her cause and swore she was 
virtuous, he two men fraternized and wept 
together. Mrs. Suttie looked at them with 
scorn for their weakness. ‘* Look at the two 
fools,”’ she said. She wanted permission to cor- 
respond with Black on his return to Toronto, 
Her husband refused it, but she went home 
with him and everything went peacefully until 
Suttie found a letter, written by Black to Mrs, 
Suttie while she was in Toronto, saying, among 
other things: ‘* We’ll have to spoon some more. 
* * T should like to tly with you.” 

This epistle made Mr. Suttie angry again, and 
he dismissed Mrs. Suttie to her mother, who, 
being of a stern nature, put the young woman 
in a correctional institution. Mr. Suttie took 
ner back,but soon began to practice as, she says. 
the cruelties of which she now complains. Mr. 
Suttie says he did not know, prior to the com- 
mencement of her suit against him, of the char- 
acter of her revelries in Toronto. 

Charles P. Miller, in arguing yesterday before 
Judge Andrews for alimony and a counsel fee 
for Mrs. Suttie, declared that he could not see 
what relevancy tothe suit her acts in Toronto 
had. Whatever they were Mr. Suttie had con- 
doned them. Ex-Surrogate D. C. Calvin, who 
appeared for Mr. Suttie, thought that the To- 
ronto story was very pertinent to the issue, and 
that with it in mind the court should not grant 
monetary aid to Mrs. Suttie out of the limited 
income of her husband. Decision was reserved.

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JUDGE DONOHUEL'S DECISIONS.

AN ATTEMPT TO BE MADE TO IMPEACH-“HIM 
IN THE LEGISLATURE. 

The charges of corrupt conduct on which 
it is proposed to try and impeach Judge Charlies 
Monohue in the Legislature wili first be submit- 
ted to the Committee on Grievances of the Bar 
Association. The petitioners propose to prove. 
it is announced, that Judge Donohue has grossly 
abused kis powers and has been guilty of nu- 
mérous wrongful and corrupt acts. The peti- 
tioners will quote instances to show that he has 
repeatedly issued injunctions restraining the 
police authorities from arresting persons detect- 


edin committing crime, although this has been 
held by the Court of Appeals to be wholly ilie- 
gal. By this means, the petitioners will claim, 
corrupt and powerful classes, also individuals of 
_— classes, have been granted a virtual ex- 

mption from the laws sometimes for months. 
This has paralyzed and demoralized the officers 
who are onanged with suppression of crime, and 
has brought the administration of justice into 
contempt by making it apparent that Judge 
Donohue’s actions are controlled by influence 
and uot by justice. 

The charges will dwell at some length on 
Judge Donohue’s injunction restraining the 
police from interfering with the bookmakers 
at Jerome Park in June, 1880. The apparent 
object was, it is claimed, to protect persons en- 
gaged in the commission of crime, and instead 
of directing a hearing forthwith he made the 
order returnable four days after the races were 
finished and the object of the gamblers had 
been attained, Reference will be made, also, to 
substantially the same state of affairs in an 
injunction granted in February, 1883, to prevent 
the police from interfering with bookmakers 
at a walking match in Madison-Square en. 
In May, 1883, the men preparing the_charges 
find another instance where. Judge Donchue 
enjoined the policé from interfering with 
betting men at Jerome Park, and reserved his 
decision on a motion to dissolve so long that the 
law was violated continuously from that month 
until November, 1886. 

Judge Donohuve’s action in my rey | in a 
similar way with the enforcement of the Sunday 
laws are aiso to be included in the charges 
against him. Likewise his a age wees restrain- 
ing the police and the Excise Commissioners 
from troubling people who were selling liquor 
without a license at public balls, in saloons ad- 
joining theatres, and in hotels. Cause for com- 
piaint is also found in the Judge's course in 
regard to Charlies F. Wetmore, a witness in a 
civil suit before Referee Samuel Brown in May, 
1876. Wetmore refused to answer certain ques- 
tions until Judge Donohue made an order direct- 
ing him to do so. He did answer them as direct- 
ed, it is claimed, but was afterward fined $1,630 
for his original contempt, and was put in jail 
until the fine was paid. Reference will be made 
also to tyrannical and oppressive orders by 
Judge Donohue in the case of Francis Maloy 
against Duden, Freres & Co. 

It will be charged among other things that 
Judge Donohue has undue partiality for certain 
members of the Bar and certain persons who 
appear before him as litigants, which induces 
him to favor them at the expense of justice. 

Judge Donohue sat in Part III. of the Supreme 
Court yesterday, and did not seem to be worried 
by the attempt to bring about his impeachment. 
“Tam not willing to discuss this matter in the 
newspapers,” he said. ‘*It seems to me that all 
ican do is to sit still and wait for something 
definite to be done. I have been 80 waiting for 
two months, during all which time I have been 
aware of what was going on about me, and

NATIONAL CAPITAL TOPICS. 
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GEN. JOHNSTON AND PAN ELECTRIC. 

WHAT HE KNOWS ABOUT DR. ROGERS’S 
TELEPHONE COMPANY. 


WASHINGTON, April 7.—Gen. Joseph E. John- 

jton, Commissioner of Railroads, was examined by 
the Telephone Investigating Committee to-day. He 
said he was one of the original six stockholders in the 
Pan Electric Company. and had joined that company 
upon the invitatiou of Senator Harris, The associates 
paid nothing for their interests, but were to do what 
they could to put the instruments in use,and the mode 
adopted was by selling State rights. e had never 
beard of sales of Pan Electric stock by any of the 
holders except Dr. Rogers. Asa matter of common 
honesty the associates thought the stock should 
not be offered for sale until it proved of 
value. If the stock had been put upon the mar- 
ket before the success of the company became as- 
sured the purchasers would have been swindled. It was 
not until iong after the organization of the company 
that they heard of Bell’s broad claim to the art of 
telephony. and the Pan Electric Company was not 
aware of any nie when territorial rights had 
been sold. lf that had been known no rights would 
bave been sold. Witness was ve sure the idea of 
using official influence to further the interests of the 
company had never been thought of by his associates. 
Witness was surprised to hear that his name appeared 
as an indorser of Dr. Rogers’s application for the office 
of assistant attorney in one of the departments, as 
"he did not knowthat the doctor was a lawyer. The 
Pan Electric bad never made an application to have 
the Government bring suit, and witness had never 
had any consultation with his associates upon the 
pubject. In the formation of the company witness 
believed that the associates gave Rogers as much as 
he gave them and did for him at least as much as he 
tid forthem. The witness admitted that his knowledge 
of electricity when he connected himself with the 
rom pany was rather old—about as much as Dr. Frank- 
tin had discovered on the subject. 

Mr. Ranney jocularly inquired whether the ecommit- 
tee was to infer from the witness’s reference that this 
was a “kiting” enterprise. ‘Very far from it,” re- 
sponded the witness. “I was not contrasting ‘ kiting’ 
with the enterprise.” Continuing, witness said he 
had never beard until the subject had been mentioned 
by Mr. Ranney that Senators Garland and Harris had 
written professional opinions touching the validity of 
the patents. He saw now that the opinions of the as- 
sociates as to the value of the Rogers patent were 
highly extravagant. 

Referring to the Pittsburg suit, witness said that it 
had been abandoned because the lawyer employed by 
the Pan Electric had so advised, saying that it was 
idle to try acase in Pennsylvania; that the influence 
of the tell Company was such in Pennsylvania that it 
would be useless for people in their position to attempt 
to defend a telephone suit. It was not stated that the 
Judges were not honest in Pennsylvania, but that the 
influence of the Bell Company was very great there. 
Mr. Ranney inquired whether the name of Judge Bax- 
ter had not been mentioned in the conversations rela- 
tive to suits. ‘Ihe witness remembered that Judge 
Baxter's name had been mentioned; that asuit before 
him was not regarded as particularly advisable because 
he was said to be hostile and antagonisticto senator 
Harris.

Notwithstanding the efforts of the 
Knights of Labor to keep up a bold front 
it is perfectly evident that the strike on 
the Southwestern railroads is hopelessly 
broken. The Missouri Pacific has seized 
the .occasion to reduce its force, a 
thing which it was-previously prevented 
from doing by its agreement’ with the la- 
bor organization, and js:rapidly filling the 
ranks of its workmen. The violence here 
and there exhibited is of:itself a sign of 
failure and of desperation. The inflam- 
matory addresses of committees only 
show that they are mad with defeat. 
Even at East St. Louis, where the 
switchmen and yardmen practically pos- 
sess the whole place, the strike is only 
kept up by the intimidation which 
the strikers are enabled by their num- 
bers to exert on those who attempt 
to .do the work, and this cannot be- 
kept up long. St. Louis people are be- 
ginning to cast up the loss resulting from 
the long ‘blockade, and it is not to be won- 
dered at that they feel no sympathy for 
those who so rashly caused it. As Mr. 
PowDERLY says, both sides have probably 
learned a lesson which will discourage - 
railroad strikes in the future. 


The Post Office Committee of the Senate 
has followed the example of the Finance 
Committee, and has even gone beyond it 
and agreed to report favorably a large 
number of nominations to succeed sus- 
pended Postmasters. It has not even 
secured from the department the assur- 
ance that no charges affecting character 
were pending against the suspended 
officers. In this way the final and com- 
plete failure of the campaign against 
the President is acknowledged, and things 
will now go on very much as if it had not.

The amount of adulterated, artificial, 
and blended wines sold in France can be 
inferred from some of the statistics of the 
French Minister of Finance in regard to 
the spirit tax. At present all wine less 
than 15° alcoholic strength escapes 
with alight duty; beyond that strength 
added duty is imposed. The actual 
strength of wine sold for consumption 
is only from 8° to 10°, the differ- 
ence representing the amount of adul- 
teration or dilution. The Minister 
proposes to reduce the maximum at 
which higher duties are charged to 12°, 
and by this means alone expects to 
raise $2,200,000 a year. By another tax 
on dried: raisins, now used almost ex- 
clusively for the manufacture of artificial 
wine, he expects to raise at least $400,000 
more. He estimates the artificial wine 
now produced at 66,000,000 gallons. 








The talk about the impeachment of 
Judge DoNOHUE by the Bar Association is 
stuff and nonsense. Judge DONOHUE may 
be impeached, and he may be commanded 
to step down from the Bench. But the Bar 
Association will never appear before the 
Honorable Assembly of the State of New- 
York as his accuser. We take it that the 
reference of the charges against the Judge 
to the Grievance Committee of the Bar 
Association was, a piece of pleasantry 
on the part of the attorneys who prepared 
them, a little joke intended to provide 
innocent merriment for the public by 
showing how the gelatinous spinal col- 
umn of that organization would waver, 
collapse, and melt away under the 
test. The conduct of Judge DoNOHUE 
in reference to illicit book-making and 
liquor-selling, however, has been a scan- 
dal to the Bench, and we have often com- 
mented in terms of deserved severity upon 
his complacent readiness to annul the laws 
of the State and abolish the police force 
of the city. But the inquiry into judicial 
malfeasance must not stop with Judge 
DONOHUE. 








Our esteemed contemporary Mr. Cyrus 
W. FiIeLp continues not to derive any 
comfort from the exposure which he has 
invited and brought about of the motive 
of the Governor and Council of Massa- 
chusetts in rejecting his bid for bonds. 
The more testimony is given the clearer it 
becomes that their motive was simply an 
honest desire to prevent a property in 
which the State had an interest from be- 
coming the football of gamblers and job- 
bers. For some time after the investigation 
began our esteemed contemporary kept 
begging everybody not to condemn him 
on ex parte testimony, but to wait for the 
other side. Thelonger people wait the 
firmer becomes their belief that there is 
no other side. If the interests of this city 
had been as faithfully looked after as the 
interests of Massachusetts have been, our 
esteemed contemporary would not be in 
any better condition to exult in his Man- 
hattan than he now is to rejoice in his 
New-York and New-England. 








The enrollment of Republican voters in 
this city-under the amended constitution 
of the county organization takes place to- 
morrow. The enrollment of last year, in 
which a vote for the Republican Electors 
in 1884 was made the fundamental test, 
stands unaffected, and only additions are 
to be made. Every Republican who voted 
for Davenport for Governor last Fall 
and who is willing to pledge himself not 
to take part in the primaries of any 
other party this year is entitled to be en- 
rolled without reference to his vote at the 
Jast.Presidential election. As this is the 
only method now offered for securing the 
right to take part in the primaries and to 
have a voice in the selection of the candi- 
dates of the party, it is very desirablé that 
large additions should be made to the 
rolls. The larger the membership in the 
district organizations the less likely are 
they to be controlled by cliques of poli- 
ticians and dictated to by ‘“‘ bosses.” 








MAKING A SILVER RECORD. 


The vote on the Bland bill will be taken 
in the House of Representatives to-day at 
5:30 o’clock. The ‘‘ debate” yesterday in- 


of the bill, which contained nothing new, 
except the declaration that “‘any one who 
expected that free coinage would make 
cheap money would be disappointed,” as 
there was very little silver produced in 
this country beyond what was used in the 
arts. It is hardly worth while to even deny 
such statements.as these. To those who 
are acquainted with the facts they 
must seem impudent misrepresenta- 
tions. Those who are not acquaint- 
ed with the facts will accept or 
reject them according to their personal 
inclination. Mr. BLanD also argued for 
the hundredth time that free coinage was 
needed to set right the fraud and wrong 
of the act of 1873 demonetizing silver. As 
there was no fraud or wrong in that act, 
deliberately carried through after nearly 
three years of discussion, and at a time 
when silver was not coined and could not 
be coined because it was worth more as 
bullion than as coin, there is no ground 
for the present bill according to its au- 
thor’s own statement. 

It is conceded that the Silver bill, if it 
pass the House, cannot pass the Senate. 
It is, of course, known that, should it 
pass both houses of Congress, it cannot 
become a law because the President 
would refuse his signature to it. The sole 
object in pressing the bill is, as confessed 
by those who are advocating it most 
earnestly, to force the members of the 
House of Representatives to ‘“‘make a 
record” upon it. We trust that every 
member, when he comes to vote, will 
realize that this is what he is doing, and 
will: appreciate his individual and his 
party responsibility in the premises. The 
** record” which will be made to-day will 
‘be for this Fall’s elections. It will have 
more influence then in some quarters 
than anything else. There are districts 
}- where it will be conclusive. The votes 
sgiven for the bill will be narrowly 
Fscanned. They are confessedly nothing 





but declarations of opinion or purpose. 
they can accomplish nothing, and it is 


cluded an elaborate speech by the author: 


known by those who cast them that they 
‘can accomplish nothing. Every man 
who votes for the bill practically avows 
that if he is returned to Congress for 
another term he will vote again for a like 
measure, So far as he represents his 
party he declares that his party will sup- 
port such a measure, and if it has the 
power will enact it as law. We repeat 
that we trust that every member will re- 
member these facts to-day. They cer- 
tainly will not be forgotten by the men 
who will vote for Representatives in Con- 
gress next November. 

Doubtless there are districts where a 
vote for this bill will strengthen a candi- 
date next Fall. There are not so many of 
them that it will be advantageous to the 
Democratic Party to have cast a majority 
of its votes, or a majority of the votes 
cast, for the bill. Very few districts will 
turn against a Democratic candidate be- 
cause of a vote against this bill. How is 
it on the other side? That is a point the 
Democratic leaders will do well to con- 
sider. What will be the effect of a Demo- 
cratic majority for the Bland bill on the 
doubtful districts in New-York, New-Jer- 
sey, Connecticut, and Pennsylvania? For 
a good many of these districts we as- 
sure the leaders that such a vote 
will be very dangerous if not fatal. 
There are eleven districts in these 
four States, with pluralities for Dem- 
ocratic members of from 153 to only 
2,016, gained mostly by a Prohibition 
vote of from 500 to 900. There are more 
than a score of districts outside these 
States with even a narrower average 
margin. Do the Democratic leaders think 
they can afford to: imperil them? Their 
nominal majority in the House is 48, Do 
they think they are stronger than they 
were in 1884? They have passed over four 
months of the session in doing nothing. 
They have allowed their President to be 
abused, misrepresented, and ridiculed on 
the floor of the House, amid the sympa- 
thetic cheers of their own followers and 
the encouraging laughter of their oppo- 
nents. He is the first President they have 
elected in a quarter of a century. Does 
abuse of him help them so much with the 
country that they can fool with this silver 
question just to ‘‘make a record”? That 
isa matter they must settle for them- 
selves. Weshall not mourn if the con- 
sequences of their biunders are visited 
upon them in the shape of a defeat this 
Fall, but we assure them they will court 
that defeat and they will go far to deserve 
it if they allow the Bland bill to pass the 
House in which they are supposed to con- 
trol a majority. 








FOOLING WITH PROHIBITION. 


The Assembly of this State, which is 
spending much of its time in efforts to 
defeat good measures passed by the Senate 
and obstructing those reported by its own 
committees, promises to give serious at- 
tention to the absurd proposition for sub- 
mitting to the people a constitutional 
amendment prohibiting the sale of in- 
toxicating liquors. So far as this pro- 
position has any serious purpose it 
is intended to serve as a_ pretext 
for avoiding much needed legislation 
in behalf of a better regulation of the 
liquor traffic. It is calculated to use up 
time and divert attention which ought to 
be devoted to perfecting a more effective 
license system. Aside from this obstruct- 
ive purpose it is doubtless intended by 
certain Republican politicians to serve a 
delusive political purpose in disarming for 
a time the Prohibition voter, and perhaps 
luring him to the support of the party 
which will claim credit for referring this 
question to the people for their decision. As 
the matter could not possibly reach a vote 
before the election of 1888 it is easy to see 
how it is hoped to win the Prohibition 
vote in the canvass of that year, when it 
might again be a disturbing element. 

While there is. no reason to believe that 
those who are promoting the prohibition 
amendment have any sincere desire to 
see it adopted or any expectation that it 
will be adopted, they will probably talk 
as if they were not engaged in a mis- 
chievous undertaking. They will attempt 
to give a plausible aspect to the case, and 
to hide its demerits under a pretense of 
promoting the cause of temperance. 
This is the cloak under which they 
hope to promote a politicalend. Sucha 
constitutional amendment as they propose 
to make a virtue of advocating, or pre- 
tending to advocate, is a thoroughly bad 
thing, and has been shown to be so in 
other States where such provisions are 
calculated to do much less harm than 
here. 

It is a bad thing to take from the Legis-. 
lature the power to legislate upon so im- 
portant a matter. If the publicsentiment 
throughout any State would support a 
policy of prohibition and make it effective 
it would be just as safe embodied in 
a law as imbedded in the Constitution. 
But it is well known that no such 
prevailing sentiment exists in any 
State, least of all in this, To deal with 
any good effect with the abuses of the 
liquor traffic and the evils of intemper- 
ance it is necessary to adapt regulations 
to the conditions that exist. The Legis- 
lature must have power to impose re- 
strictions and to increase or relax them 
as experience shows to be expedient. To 
take away that power would. be most un- 
wise. 


Knowing that prohibition could not 
and would not be enforced in this State, 
the advocates of this amendment propose 
to take from the. Legislature all power of 
regulation instead of making regulation 
more effective, The evil that would 
result in a city like this, for in- 
stance, is incalculable. Enforcement 
of prohibition would be simply im- 
possible, and all effort in that direc- 
tion would be speedily abandoned. The 
result would be a wholly unregulated 
traffic, and the nominal ban of the Con- 
stitution would foster the very worst of 
abuses. There would be a saturnalia of 
free rum, and the cause of temperance, 
difficult to advance at best, would receive 
a deadly blow.’ Any true friend of tem- 
perance in thisor any other large city 
should protest against the destruction of 
‘the power of regulation such as this 
amendment ‘proposes.

that if it were adopted it would work in- 
finite mischief, and they have no idea 
that it would be adopted, but they should 
not be permitted to proceed under false 
pretenses in the matter, making believe 
that they are working for the cause of 
temperance and making a virtue of the 
advocacy of a bad measure because they 
feel sure it will not be adopted. Their 
sole purpose is to hoodwink the real pro- 
hibitionists and demoralize them as a po- 
litical element. ; 








THE INNOCENT BONDHOLDERS, 


We are enabled through the kindness of 
VERMILYE & Co, to lay before our readers 
this morning a list of the innocent pur- 
chasers of the Broadway Surface Railroad 
bonds. The $825,000 worth of those bonds 
which VERMILYE & Co. bought of Saarp, 
Kerr, and FosHay were sold by them 
in forty-eight lots to the banks, firms, and 
persons whose names we give. Many of 
these persons doubtless own the bonds at 
the present time. They bought them in 
good faith of VERMILYE & Co., and the 
action of this firm of bankers was, of 
course, in every way honorable and be- 
yond reproach, : 

It would be a deplorable ‘misfortune if 
through the Legislature’s annulment of 
the Broadway charter these bonds should 
be turned to worthless paper in the hands 
of their innocent owners. It would bea 
much greater misfortune if through the 
Legislature’s inaction Messrs. SHARP, 
FosHay, Kerr, and their associates 
should escape altogether unpunished and 
in undisturbed possession of the gains 
of their monstrous speculation, armed 
with the power, experience, and skill to 
repeat their impudent swindling opera- 
tions and lure other innocent investors 
to loss and ruin. 

It should be the aim of the Legislature 
to punish SHaRP and his coparceners, and 
compel them to disgorge for the reim- 
bursement of the institutions and persons 
who have invested money in their fraud- 
ulent bonds. Unless we are greatly mis- 
taken this will be the practical effect of 
the passage of the bills now before the 
Legislature. It is to be noted that the 
passage of these measures will not de- 
stroy a dollar’s worth of the tangible 
property of the Broadway Railroad. The 
line and its equipments will remain; the 
consent of property owners to its opera- 
tion will be of unimpaired force, and the 
obtaining anew of the consent of the local 
authorities will be the only condition an- 
tecedent to its further and profitable op- 
eration, Financially the road will be af- 
fected by the demand which the city must 
enforce for a larger and adequate pay- 
ment for the franchise, and by the set- 
ting aside of the overissue of bonds 
through which the organizers of the com- 
pany made their vast profits. In fore- 
casting the probable fate of these bonds it 
is worth while, we think, to pay rather 
more attention than has yet been paid to 
the limitations established by the Gen- 
eral Railway act of 1850 upon the power 


of a street surface railway company to. 


borrow money. In his argument at Al- 
bany Mr. CLARENCE A. SEWARD called at- 
tention to the following provision of that 
act: 

“Every corporation formed under this act 
shall have power to borrow such sums of money 
as may be necessary for completing and finish- 
ing or operating their railroad, and to issue and 
dispose of their bonds for any amount so bor- 
rowed and to mortgage their corporate property 
and franchises to secure the payment of any 
debt contracted by the company for the pur- 
poses aforesaid.” 

The Broadway Surface Railroad Com- 
pany issued $2,500,000 of bonds for con- 
structing and operating 9 railroad which 
actually cost $160,000. Whether the 
$450,000 alleged to have been paid for 
the purchase of the competing stage lines 
may properly be added as an item in the 
construction account is an open question, 
but after this account has been swelled by 
the addition of every item fairly and rea- 
sonably chargeable to it, it is plain that 
the total would still be far below $1,000,- 
000—probably not over $600,000. Every 
bond issued in excess of that sum was 
fraudulent, and every dollar received by 
the organizers of the company for such 
fraudulent bonds was obtained upon false 
pretenses and by downright swindling. 

It cannot be doubted that the courts 
would entertain actions against these 
men for the recovery of the moneys paid 
to them, directly or indirectly, by in- 
nocent investors in their bonds. It is 
plain that .the mortgage is fraudu- 
lent and invalid. We have no doubt 
that, Vermitrye & Co. and _ other 
honorable bankers who bought these 
bonds for sale to their customers will be 
able to protect themselves and those to 
whom they sold the bonds by recourse to 
SHarp, Kerr, and FosHay. If every in- 
nocent holder of the bonds shall get his 
money back, it will be a matter of indif- 
ference to the public to what extent the 
annulment of the charter may cause a 
shrinkage in the present assets of Mr. 
Jacos SHarP and his immediate circle of 


‘speculating friends. 








THE ARMY BILL, 


It is not unjust to say that the defeat of 
Mr. Loaan’s Army bill in the Senate was 
a triumph of demagogism. Mr. Van 
Wyck, we are sorry to say, played the 
part of a demagogue more openly and 
discreditably than almost any one of his 
colleagues, He did not adduce, nor could 
he have adduced, any instance in which 
the army has been used ‘‘to prevent work- 
ingmen from striking for their liberty.” 
The army has not even been used, 
as it should be upon proper requisitions 
from the Governors of States, to put 
down riots caused by workingmen strik- 
ing at the liberty of other workingmen,

practical than the apprehension that 
workingmen who desire to exercise the 
God-given right of ‘ killing” locomotives 
and mobbing workingmen who take the 
places they have left vacant might not 
like it.

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bill of its Democratic supporters was a 
rank piece of demagogism. This was the 
amendment removing the disability of 
ex-Confederates to receive commis- 
sion There was nothing practical 
in the amendment, No man should 
be appointed to the army who 
has attained the age that a man 
must now have reached who was a soldier 
in the civil war. Setting aside all the 
other objections to the amendment, this 
one, respecting only the efficiency of the 
army, is quite conclusive, 

Yet the Democrats who supported this 
preposterous amendment sulked and voted 
against the bill because it was not ac- 
cepted. The Senate has done much at 
this session to lower the public respect for 
it. But it has made no exhibition more 
effective for that purpose than’ the debate 
and the vote on the Army bill.

Haaer, Collector of Cus- 
toms at the port of San Francisco, ap- 
pears to be a perfectly dispensable pub- 
lic official The commerce transacted 
through the Custom House over which he 
presides is largely Chinese. 
tant, therefore, that the Collector should 
be a person whose administration com- 
mands the confidence of the Chinese im- 
porters in San Francisco and of the Chi- 
nese merchants in China who -do business 
with them. 

As a matter of fact Mr.. Haaer has 
administered his. office with the view 
of showing how much he disliked the 
Chinese and how impatient he was of 
the existence of the commerce that 


mainly makes it necessary that there | 


should be a Collector of Customs at 
San Francisco. He has gone out of 
the line of his official duties to 
make manifest his dislike of the 
Chinese. More than once he_ has 
addressed ridiculous representations to 
the State Department, setting forth that 
certain Chinamen who, as he gathered 
from the public prints or‘some other un- 
official source, had been imported into 
Atlantic ports, and had been supposed to 
be sent throngh in bond to-San Francisco 
or some other Pacific port of export, had 
not arrived within his jurisdiction. It 
was no business of his whether they 
had or not. He could not be held 
responsible for people who had not come 
into his collection district. The only con- 
ceivable motive for his addressing the 
Treasury Department on the subject was 
to commend himself to the hoodlums of 
San Francisco by manifesting his zeal 
against the Chinese. This motive is not 
so respectable as to warrant his calling 
upon the Government, as in effect he did, 
to have a thorough search of the conti- 
nent made for three or four Chinamen 
whom he supposed to be concealed in it, 
and Mr. HaGER was very properly 
snubbed. 

Snubbing from his official superiors, 
His 
latest exhibition of anti-Chinese bile is at 
once more serious and more outrageous 
than anything he had done before. Such 
an act as preventing the accredited Minis- 
ter of a foreign power from landing, 
when the Collector knew perfectly well 
who he was, would be an intolerable 
piece of impudence on the part of the Col- 
lector, even if he had received no definite 
instructions, But, infact, it appears that 
he had received definite instructions 
to facilitate the landing of the Min- 
ister, and to show him every official 
courtesy. Instead of doing so he took 
pains to show the Minister ail the dis- 
courtesy in his power, and, by impudently 
demanding to see his credentials before 
permitting him to disembark, inflicted 
upon him not only an outrageous indig- 
nity, but a serious annoyance, merely for 
the pleasure of doing an-indecent action 
and showing his personal spite against 
something like one-fourth of the popula- 
tion of this planet. 

All this would be ludicrous if: the en- 
tirely unimportant Mr. Hacer were act- 
ing in his personal capacity. But in his 
official capacity he transfers the respon- 
sibility for his ignorance, impudence, 
and rudeness to the Government of 
which he is an official; and this is.past 
a joke. The present Chinese Minister 
at Washington has madea formal com- 
plaint against the uncivil Collector, and 
he should be promptly removed. It is 
not probable that any Senator would be 
found to sustain the particular variety 
of ‘‘offensive partisanship” by which 
Mr. HaGeR commends himself to the 
hoodlums of San Francisco at the cost 
of disgusting and mortifying all decent 
Americans. 








Apropos of the proposition to put flax 
and hemp on the free list, the Dry Goods 
Bulletin makes a strong argument in its 
favor in the interest both of the farmer 
and the manufacturer.

ALDERMEN AMONG THE MISSING, 


3 
MR. ROTHMAN BELIEVED TO HAVE GONE 
TO GERMANY. 

There were a vast number of rumors 
floating about yesterday relative to the members 
of the Aldermanic Board of 1884, the most sensa- 
tional of which were the reported flight of Al- 
dermen De Lacy and Rothman. The former 
has certainly left the city, and was variously 
located as being in Philadelphia, somewhere in 
Connecticut, and in the country looking fdr a 
place for his wife and family. The latter theory 
was the one most generally accepted, and was 
based on the belief that the Alderman’s family 
had been driven from the city because of perse- 
cutions to which they had been subjected. These 
persecutions, it was stated, were chiefly directed 
to the children of the Aiderman, who were 
pointed at by their school-feliows as children of 
the man who stole arailroad. This system of 
annoying the children was carried out at school 
and on the street until Mrs. De Lacy induced 
ner husband to take herself and the children out 
of the city, which was done last week. On Mon- 
day Richard 8. Newcombe, counse! for the Al- 
derman, received this dispatch from him from 
Philadelphia: 

“ Have been called to the bedside of my wife, who ig 
very sick, It will be impossible to see you before Tues- 
day or Wednesday.” : 

Alderman DeLacy didn’t turn up yesterday, 
but District Attorney Martine didn't worry 
about him, expressiag the belief that De Lacy 
would appear at any time that he was wanted. 
He had been to the District Attorney’s ottice 
when he heard he was wanted, and at that time, 
at the suggestion of his attorney, Mr. New- 
combe, he offered bondsmen for his appearance, 
if it was desired, who were perfectly satisfac- 
tory to the District Attorney. The report gen- 
erally accepted in the District Attorney’s office 
wasthatthe Alderman was arranging to take 
his family to Connecticut, where, it said, he 
Owns, farm. It is certain that his house is 
closed,and that his whereabouts are unknown to 
people in the neighborhood. 

Ex-Alderman Rothman has been missing for 
some days, and Assistant District Attorney De 
Lancey Nicoll yesterday afternoon said he be- 
lieved the current rumor that Rothman had 
gone to Germany to be true. He certainly 

asn’t been at his home or at a number of his 
usual resorts for several days. 

This morning, before Recorder Smyth, in the 
Court of General Sessions, Mr. Richard 8. New- 
combe, as counsel for Alderman Jaehne, will ask 
the court to order the District Attorney to fur- 
nish him with a bill of particulars in the case 
against his client, and will also ask to be fur- 
nished with a copy of the minutes of the Grand 
Jury. Mr. Newcombe holds that his client has a 
right to the information asked for, and claims to 
have plenty of precedents on which to base his 
motion for the information desired. He claims 
to have a right, particularly, to the allered reve- 
lations of ex-Alderman Waite, who still remains 
a guest at the residence of De Lancey Nicoll, the 
Assistant District Attorney. 

The motion of Mr. Newcombe will be copenee 
by District Attorney Martine, who says it will 
be impossible to give to ex-Alderman Jaehne’s 
counsel a copy of the minutes of the Grand 
Jury, because there are no minutes, and no ste- 
nographer was present during the time that ex- 
Alderman Waite was before the jury. Docu- 
mentary evidence only was presented to tha 
body when the cases against the Aldermen who 
have been indicted were under consideration, 
and Mr. Waite’s verbal testimony related only 
to Alderman Kirk, and notat all to Alderman 
Jaehne. When the Jaehne indictment was found 
his counsel was informed that there was testi- 
mony against _him that had not been presented 
to the Grand Jury, and he thought it would be 
inimical to the cause of justice to make this 
public, 

The District Attorney scouted the idea that 
any raember of the March Grand Jury had re- 
vealed any of the testimony presented to them 
against the suspected Aidermen, as has been re- 
ported around the City Hall and in the resorts 
where politicians congregate. He does not be- 
lieve that any one of the jJurymen has revealed 
the evidence to friends of the indicted Alder- 
men. 


THE OHIO ELECTION FRAUDS 
——_—_—_—— 
THE MASS OF EVIDENCE TAKEN BY THW 
SENATE INVESTIGATING COMMITTEE. 

ToLeDo, Ohio, April 7.—Senator E. D. 
Dodd, one of the Senatorial investigating com- 
mittee, is here to-day, after the conclusion of 
the committee’s work. Senator Dodd says the 
testimony will cover 12,000 pages of,:manuscript 
written by atypewriter. There were two ste- 
nographers, each of whom will prepare two 
copies of the testimony. The report is so lengthy 
that it will not be printed, and if read in the 
Senate would occupy nearly a week, but it will 


not be read. The atencereneers were about 
10 days behind the committee, so that it 
will take them 10 days or two weeks to 
have the report ready, when it will be 
submitted to the Senate. The committee was 
in session nearly hine weeks continuously, and 
sat nearly every day during thattime. They 
heard between 200 and 300 witnesses, and sub- 
stantially counted ali the ballots cast in the 
wards of Cincinnati at the October election. 
Every step of the way the committee proceeded 
upon inquiry and subjected ail the testimony 
on both sides to cross-examination, which was 
not done by the Poorman Committee. They did 
their work thoroughly, and sifted the testi- 
mony to the bottom. 

When asked what sort of reports the Demo- 
crats and Republicans would make, Major 
Dodd said he was not prepared to say 
what the conclusion of the Democratic members 
of the committee would be as to who should 
have the seats, but he said the Democrats would 
submit a report that for fairness to all parties 
would appeal tothe good sense of the people, 
In some instances the Democrats will have to 
condemn the methods of political friends as well 
as their enemies. The committee discovered a 
good deal of fraud ali along the line, and it was 
by no means confined to the Democrats. The 
report of the Democrats will differ from the re- 
port of the Poorman committee in many re- 
spects very widely, and in nothing more so than 
its fairness.

A MAJORITY OF TWELVE AGAINST 
AN INCREASE. 
fHE SENATE’S LONG DEBATE ENDS IN NOTH- 
ING — MR. VILAS’S TRIUMPH—GEN. 
SPARKS'’S FAMOUS ORDER REVOKED. 


WasnineTon, April %.—After spending 
the Jarger part of two weeks in discussing Mr. 
Logan’s bill to increase the efficiency of the 
army the Senate disposed of the measure to-day 
in a wavy not at all pleasing to the Illinois Sena- 
tor. It was kilied by a vote of nearly two to 
pne, and this vote was taken after Mr. Logan 
had had good reason to think the bill 
might have a majority in its favor. 
Mr. Hawley made an earnest plea ‘or the 
section adding 5,000 men to the standing 
force and Mr. Teller replied to him 60 sharply 
that Mr. Hawley accused him of misrepresenta- 
tion, and the two Senators had a spirited little 
tilt. Then Mr. Van Wyck toid the Senate that 
United States troops had once been used in 
Boston, to prevent a negro slave from escaping 
to the free soil of Canada, and expressed his 
fear that the army might possibly be employed 
to prevent workingmen from striking for their 
Jiberty. Mr. Van Wyck spoke so earnestly in 
opposition to the oppression of laboring men by 
monopolists and great corporations that Mr. 
Hawley and Mr. Logan accused him of speaking 
like a demagogue. Thiz gave the Nebraska 
Benator a chance to reply in 2 manner 
that left Mr. Hawley with nothing more to 
pay. When the vote was taken on Mr. 
Hale’s motion to strike out the clause 
providing for more soldiers, it was generally re- 
garded asa test of the strength of the biil, and 
the roll-call was watched with corresponding in- 
terest. It resultedin a tie—22 Senators voting 
for the motion and the same number in the neg- 
ative. Ten of the affirmative votes and five of 
the negative were cast by Democrats. The vote 
was a surprise to most of those who had pre- 
dicted xhe certain defeat of the bill, and 
faith in the ability of its enemies to 
kill the measure was considerably weakened. 
Their faith was still further lessened when 
amendment after amendment proposed by Mr. 
Plumb and other opponents of the bill, offered 
witb a view to weakening the measure, was killed 
as fast it was offered. Finally, Mr. Gibson’s 
amendment providing for the repeal of the 
law prohibiting ex-Confederates from becoming 
officers in the regular army was defeated by a 
narrow majority. Then the Democrats who had 
voted agonst the wiping out of the increase sec- 
tion protested that they could not vote for the 
bi when its friends refused to adopt the Gibson 
amendment. The enemies of the measure rallied 
their forces, and on the final roll call the bill was 
buried under an adverse majority of 12, the 
vote being 31 to 19. Mr. Payne was the only 
Democrat who stood by Mr. Logan, while 11 
Republicans ne)ped to defeat the bill. Among 
them were Messrs. Hale, Plumb, Sherman, 
Tellier, Van Wyck, and Wilson of Iowa. Had 
the bill passed the Senate it would undoubtedly 
have been defeated in the House. The follow- 
ing is the vote in detail, Kepublicans in roman, 
Democrats in italics :

_ If another Postmaster-General had been 
n office in July last things might have turned 
out differently. The threats made against Mr. 
Vilas appear to have been empty. The company 
interested evidently gave up the fight early. 
its lobby has not been large or active during 
this session. Its champions in Congress have 
been few and feeble. The Postmaster-General 
was sustained by the facts under the law. He 
did not need any better interpreter of the law 
than Mr. Horr, of Michigan, who, during the 
debate on March 2, insisted that the $400,000 
nbout to be appropriated was not asubsidy; that 
the bill granting it provided that it was tc be 
expended inthe judgmentof the new Postmas- 
ter-General,and thatthe Democrats ought to 
have confidence enough in their Postmaster- 
General to leave it to his discretion to expend 
the money properly. The House refused on one 
vote, 128to 132, to allowthe subsidy, but the 
Senate was persistent and a Democrat was 
found mean enough to yield at a criti- 
val moment and aliow the Senate's 
pubsidy to go S@through, although it 
only succeeded by a vote of 98 to 89. 
3346 members of the House being absent or not 
voting. Strange as it may appear, a Democrat

Mr. Muller, 
he pointed out, was one of the most 
active, crafty, and aggressive politicians woo 
have followed the fortunes of Davia B. Hill, it 
had been the Governor’s most earnest desire to 
give his old friend an office at the State Capitol 
that they might hold frequent consultations 
upon politics. His confirmation would be 
the gratification of a long cherished de- 
sire. From a_ political standpoint this 
was one of the worst acts of folly 
that could be contemplated or carried out. In 
effect the representatives of the Republican, 
Party were about to pension upon the 
State a gentleman whose whole time, from 
one year’s end to another, practically 
would be devoted to political intrigue. 
If Mr. Muiler were not a politician with a State’ 
reputation, if he were not a prominent member 
of the Democratic State Committee, if he were 
not weaded to politics, if his methods in politics 
were not those which find such general condem- 
nation among men who deplore the depravity of 
politics, then there might be an excuse for his 
confirmation by the Republicans. If Mr. Muller 
were a man whose appointment was. based 
solely upon a desire to give the public service of: 
the State a servant who would elevate its’ 
tone, then he should, offer no objection to 
the appointment of a Democrat to succeed a 
Democrat. But he recognized in this move of 
the Governor's nothing but politics in its 
_nakedest form. It it was the desire of Repub-: 
‘licans to render aid and comfort to an 
enemy who is unflinching in his partisan- 
ship, to fortify him by giving him recruits, 
then they might do _ so. hey certainly 
would not have his vote in the caucus, he 
Governor was playing a game of politics, and it 
was the right of the Republicans to checkmate 
him on his own ground. 

Mr. Kellogg’s earnest speech made a decided 
impression upon his associates. But inasmuch 
as Senator Comstock, in whose distric. the 
Northup Hamilton faction-fightis being waged,. 
urged the policy of the course by him sug- 
gested, his views were accepted as those which 
should govern the caucus. 

Mr. Muller is one of the five nominations re- 
cently sent to the Senate by Gov. Hill. The’ 
other four were nominated to succeed the Quar- 
antine officiala. Of the five, Mr. Muller is the 
only one who bears the stamp of being a poli- 
tician. He is a politician, too, whose ingenuity 
‘and intelligence will cause the Republicans’ 
much trouble in the next three years. The Sen- 
ators who confirm him will regret on political 
grounds the course they have taken. The rea-: 
son advanced by such of them as hesitate to. 
confirm successors to the Quarantine officials 
is that they fear that such a course 
would injure the party. Those who know 
the priceless value of Mr. Muller's services 
to Gov. Hill. know that his confirmation would 
prove even more damaging to the party than 
the ousting of the Quarantine officials. It isfelt 
by many Republicans that if the party’s repre- 
sentatives cannot afford to put dangerous men 
of their own faith out of office, they cannot af- 
ford to put equally as-dangerous men of the op-; 
*posite faith in office.

DETROIT BURIED UNDER AN APRIL: 
SNOW. 

THE WORST OF THE FLOODS PROBABLY 
PAST, BUT TRAVEL STILL IMPEDED— 
BRIDGES SWEPT AWAY AND MILLS IDLE. 

Detroit, Mich, April 7.—To-day has 
been unprecedented in the history of this city in 
its embargo on street car travel. The-cars were 
driven off at an early. hour yesterday morning 
by the furiously driven snow, that was as wet as 
rain, and that was packed solidly upon the 
streets and walks. The street. car tracks soon 
disappeared under a surface on which the snow 
plows could make neither impression nor head- 
way. Really they only made matters worse, cre- 

‘ating a smooth surface as solid as the floor of a 

skating rink from 6 to 10 inches above the 
rails. The storm moderated at  sun- 
‘down last night, and at midnight had 
ceased. This morning a warm April sun came 
out and has been shining all day, but not a street 
car wheel turned. The ordinary breaking-up 
plows of the farmer were brought into use, and 
the work of plowing furrows over the street car 
tracks was entered upon as the only means of 
bringing them to the daylight, and the stoutest 
teams only crept along at a snail’s pace, with 
frequent pauses to give the horses breath. Ar- 
mies of men followed with picks and shovels. 
The regular snow plow was utterly useless, 
The City Railway Company, which controls 
five lines, had 600 men employed. The sun 
helped the workmen, and late this afternoon the 
people of the central portion of the city greeted 
the first cars they had seen in two days making 
their way slowly from the suburbs, They were 
inclined to cheer them quite enthusiastically as 
old and not fully appreciated friends. It will 
take all day to-morrow. with the aid of the 
warm sun, to raise this unprecedented blockade. 
The sidewalks have been shoveled free, and on 
the edge of each a series of breastworks, 4 and 5 
feet high, presents an unbroken front except at 
the crosswalk intersections, where narrow open- 
ings in the walls appear. The city authorities, 
have 30 double teams and hundreds of men at 
work clearing out the receiving basins, ap- 
proaches to fire hydrants, &c., and transport- 
ing immense wagonloads of the solid mate- 
rial to the river, where it is dumped. 

Such scenes were never before witnessed of a 
pleasant April day in Detroit. Not for 10 years 
have trains had such difficul)ty in getting in and 
out of this city as during the 24 hours ending at 
noon to-day. Yesterday afternoon and last 
night it was hard work to keepeven the main 
‘tracks clear, while the side tracks and switches, 
in spite of all that could be done, were buried iu 
some places under drifts four ana five feet deep. 
The whole system of trains was disorganized, 
and there was no pretense of running on 
schedule time. Trains from the east due Jast 
night did not arrive until late this morning, the 
Canada Southern express reaching the Michigan 
Central Station at 10 o’clock, 12 hours Jate. 
Tne Michigan Central train from Chicago 
eame in at 9 o’clock, 10 hours behind 
time. Trains from the north over the 
Flint and Pére Marquette and Detroit and Bay 
City Roads came in four to six hours late. The. 
only train that reached the city on time last 
night was the Toledo express, but even thattrain 
lost half an hour coming from Springwells to the 
foot of Third-street, a distance of three miles. 
Switching engines in the yards left the tracks on 
the slightest provocation, and would ride the 
solidly packed snow with ease. They were gen- 
erally hauled back on to their tracks much as a 
street car would be hauled off from the pave- 
ment. The railroads have also been hard at work 
all day with large gangs of men, and by to-mor- 
row passenger trains will be running on time 
again. The actual snowfall on a level is reported 
at two feet. 


gale yesterday cxaused much additional damage 
to Lincoln Park and the Lake Shore Drive. Be- 
tween North-Avenue and the end of the park, 
all the breakwaters have been swept away, leav- 
ing that portion of the park without protection. 
In many places the entire drive has disappeared. 

CrncrnnaTI, April 7.—The river having 
stood for alongtime at 54 feet 2 inches has be- 
gun torise slowly, and at 10 o’clock to-day was 
64 teet 344 inches. There is no doubt now that 
the rise will continue, as the reports from above 
show that the river is rising all the way up. Be- 
sides, the snowfall, which has hardly ceased yet, 
this morning is so heavy that its melting will 
feed every side stream for 400 miles. Cincinnati, 
however, is well warned, and no property will’ 
be lost by surprise. The passenger trains have 
ceased to run into the Central passenger sta- 
tion, owing to water on the track, and 
have sought higher ground for their stations. 
Freight traffic on the roads coming on the 
old Whitewater.Cana! has been much restricted 


PirtspurG. April 7.—The danger of a 
,zreat flood here is believed to be over. The 
rivers touched the highest point, 25 feet, early 
this morning, and are now falling from the head 
waters to the city. The damage was not heavy. 
The exposition grounds, Pittsburg, and west- 
ern tracks, and many mill houses on the low 
Jandof the north and south sides were inun- 
dated, but beyond this the losses were trifling. 
At 11 o'clock this morning the Monongahela and 
Allegheny Rivers were falling slowly at this 
point, with about 22 feet of water in the chan- 
nels, 


Easton, Penn.,April 7.—The Delaware 
River has risen steadily during the past 36 hours, 
and at 8 o'clock to-night was 21 feet above low- 
water mark. Intelligence from the north indi- 
cates that the rise will be continued throughout 
the night. The water is now at the danger line, 
and higher than in five years. Raftsmen are ex- 

‘periencing much difficulty in caring for their 
rafts and logs, which are scattered along the 
‘river's banks in large numbers, as tHe rise was 
entirely unexpected. 


HUNTINGDON, Penn., April 7.—At an 
early hour this morning the large boom ot P. & 
A. Flyyn, in the Jumata River below Arden- 
heim, was washed away by the high water and 
neariy 3,000 logs, valued at $10,000, were swept 
.down thestream. It is doubtful whether the 
logs can be recovered. 


WILKESBARRE, Penn., April 7.--The Sus-:

‘Railroad on the west sideis cut off except by 
the use of small boats. No damage is reported. 

Lyons, N. Y., April 7.—Heavy rains and 
melting snows in this region during the past 24. 
,hours have caused the greatest flood known in 
this vicinity*for years. The water has peen ris- 
ing rapidiy all day and this evening is rising 
more rapidly than ever. About 30 acres of land 
are covered by water from two to six feet deep. 
Scores of dwelling houses are already searouda. 
ed by water and inhabitants go about in boats. 
In the southern part of the village water has 
covereda great territory, and, there being no 
boats, no one has been able to get to a house 
‘there to-day. Residents in that part are alarmed 
at the rising flood and fear much of their prop- 
erty will be washedaway. Theriver at Palmyra, 
in this county, is very high, and residents in the 
lower part of the village are alarmed at the ris- 
ing flood. 


Rocuester, N. Y., April 7.—Serious dam- 
age by heavy seas on Lake Ontario has been 
done at Charlotte and other lake ports. The 
Genesee River through Rochester is rising rap- 
idly. A freshet in Sulphur Creek, at Clifton 
‘Springs, flooded all the cellars in the village, 
damaged the water cure establishment, and 
swept away an iron bridge a mile from the vil-

been the worst flood known for years. Four 
tracks of the Central Railroad were submerged, 
anda large section of the roadway was washed 
out.

THE INNOCENT PURCHASERS OF 
BROADWAY BONDS. 


a 
To the Editor of the New-York Times: ' 

We have thus far refrained from making: 
any statement in regard to the purchase and 
sale by us of the bonds of the Broadway Surfaco 
Railroad Company, but your editorial in this 
morning’s issue seems to us so very unjust and 
‘unfair that we ask the favor of # small space in 
‘your columns to reply. 

On the 19th day of June, 1885, we bought from 
! Messrs. Foshay, Kerr, and Sharp, the executive 

officers of the Broadway end Seveuth-Avenue 
Railroad Company and the Twenty-third-Street 
Railroad Company, $825,000 of the first mort- 
gage bonds of the surface company, part of 
which were guaranteed by the Seventh-Avenue 
Company and part by the Twenty-third-Street 
‘Company. We paid for them at the rate of 107 
per cent. and accrued interest, whicb was at that 
time a very high price fora block of 5 per cent. 
bonds, and it was only after much competition. 
with many houses of excellent standing, amon 
whom we can mention Messrs. W. T. Hate 
& Sons, Messrs. Kuhn, Loeb & Co., Messrs. 
May & King, and Messrs. De Jonge & Co., 
that we secured the bonds, and within the next 
few days offers were made to us by some of the 
most reputable houses in the Street for an inter- 
est in the bonds at an advanced price. We offered 
the bonds for sale about July 1 at 110 per cent. 
and accrued interest, and they were so eagerly 
sought after by investors that the whole loan 
was subscribed for within two days, although 
we advanced the price to 111 and interest, and 
again to 112 and interest for the last $200,000. 
Within a week after we closed out they sold in 
‘the open market at 115 and accrued interest. The 
above facts show that we were not alone in 
thinking that the bonds were a good and safe in- 
vestment, and tend to refute the statements 
made before the Senate investigating commit- 
tee as to our folly in buying them. 

Before taking the loan we had our lawyers ex- 
amine the charter and were assured that it bad 
been regularly granted and confirmed by the 

.full bench of the Supreme Court. Also, that the 
mortgage was duly recorded and the guarantees 
of the Seventh-Avenue and Twenty-third-Street 
Companies were regularly authorized and in- 
dorsed upon the bonds. How the money had 
been spent we did not inquire, and we may add 
that it is not our custom or the custom of bank- 
ers generally to make such inquiries. We knew 
that large sums had been spent to secure the 
consents of property owners on Broadway and 
for legal expenses, and that $450,000 had been 
paid for the franchises and equipment of the 
stage company which withdrew from the 
street. In addition to these there were the 
usual expenses for building and equipping 
such a road. Considering the bonded and 
stock indebtedness of many other roads in the 
city, we did not then, nor do we now, think the 
mortgage on the road too heavy. It must be 
borne in mind that for more than 25 years every 
effort to build a road in Broadway had been de- 
feated by property owners or others interested 
in opposing schemes. In conclusion, we may 
say that Senator Low's remark in his: speech of 
yesterday, that the committee had been unable 
to discover any innocent bondholders, was un- 
true and most unfair, for no inquiries have been 
made of us, nor has any chance been given usto 
appear before the committee for the purpose of 
stating to whom we sold the bonds, In refuta- 
tion of Mr. Low’s remarks we subjoin a full list 
of the purchasers of the bonds and beg that 
you will publish it in connection with this state- 
ment.

POSSIBLE CLUE TO A MYSTERIOUS 
DISAPPEARANCE. 


TING HIM OUT OF THE HOUSE. 

A woman in a state of mysterious ex- 
-citement pulled the doorbell of No. 324 East 
’ Eighty-fourth-street last night and asked to see | 
young Charles Clausen. She was told that he 
had been away all day looking for his wife, 
Minnie, who disappeared from her home so sin- 
gularly on Monday in company with a younger 
Sister. 

“Well,” she said, ‘if Mr, Clausen was home I 
*could tell him where to put his finger on her.” 

Innumerable private detectives and clair- 
‘voyants had proffered their services in the 
case during the day, and the friends at 


Mr. Clausen’s house were not disposed to 
pay much attention to what the woman 
said. ter a long conversation she went 
away ; company with another myste- 
rious and uncommunicative young woman 
who had been waiting for her in the 
‘shadows of the houses across the street. All 
that could be learned at the hduse was that the 
‘woman’s name was Sudley, but it revealed 
clues which may unravel the mystery of the 
disappearance of the young women. 

An acquaintance of Charles Clausen, by name 
Henry Sud@ley, was connected with the café and 
bar beneath the Wellington Hotel, at Forty-sec- 
ond-street and Madison-avenue. Clausen used 
to visit the Sudleys at the café, and also 
at their dwelling house, in Harlem. He first met 
his wife, then Minnie Gray, there about a year 
ago, and through this acquaintance became 
acquainted also with George Sturtevant. a 
young man with plenty of money and 
little work to do, who lived in One Hun- 
dred and Thirtieth-street, somewhere in the 
neighborhood of Fifth-avenue. Sturtevant was 
at that time quite persistent in his attentions to 
Miss Gray. is advances were not discouraged, 
and he had no reason to believe they were 
not agreeable until young Clausen, good look- 
ing and with an egual abundance of spending 
money, conducted himself as a persistent and 
ee rival for the young woman's affec- 

ons. 

‘The moment Sturtevant became convinced of 
this, and Clausen saw that he was convinced 
of it, their rivalry was open and at 
times unpleasantly outspoken. In connection 
with this love affair, or some little trouble 
kindred to it, Sturtevant aroused Mrs. Sudley’s 
wrath, and she told him not to come near her 
house again. Nine months or so ago Clausen 
was married privatel and went to live 
with his wife at the house in Eighty- 
fourth-street. Once established in his own 
home, Clausen supposed that he was rid of 
Sturtevant for good. He was mistaken. The 
young man called at the house, and to all ap- 
pearance his warm regard for the young woman 
was not one whit diminished. Clausen ordered 
him out once, but a few days ago he came home 
and found him there again. 

There was another scene and a quarrel, to 
which the neighbors were in a’ measure specta- 
tors. Clausen shot once at Sturtevant, but 
missed him. .'Then he thought better of it, threw 
away his pisto], and hustled his visitor out of the 
house without any gentleness or ceremony. 
There was nothing in Mrs. Clausen’s conduct 
to show that she encouraged Sturtevant’s visits 
oreven that they were not distasteful to her. 
But the occurrence caused a few unpleasant 
wordsin the Clausen househoid. Since he es- 
caped the bullet Sturtevant has not been near 
the house. 

Mr. Clausen spent some time in Paterson, N. 
J., yesterday looking for his wife. She had 
relatives there, and he had reason to sup- 
pose that she had suddenly determined 
to visit them. When he returned home 
at midnight, weary from his search, he declined 
to say what his reasons for conjecturing she 
had made a sudden visit there were, or to talk 
about Sturtevant and the shooting episode. 
Under a little pressure, he admitted that he 
had shortly before been in conference with In- 
spector Byrnes, and had been cautioned that it 
would hurt his case to give any information. 
This, he said, was his only reason for silence. 

_ To friends with whom Clausen conversed ear- 
lier in the day, before the facts of her acquaint- 
ance with Sturtevant came out, he reiterated 
his assertions that there was no quarrel be- 
tween himself and his wife, and that he could 
imagine no reason for her willingly leaving his 
home, or even wishing to doso. In fact, he un- 
hesitatingly declared he did not believe that she 
had gone away willingly, but that enemies of 
his were keeping her from him. 

The simultaneous disappearance of the young- 
er sister complicates the case. The police do 
not think it likely, under ordinary circum- 
stances, :-that both women could have been 
kept secreted so long from their friends with- 
out giving a clue to their whereabouts. It is 
nota difficult matter to find people who might 
be supposed to know to declare that of late the 
relations between Clausen and his wife have 
not been altogether harmonioua, and that she 
has gone away until little difficulties that con- 
‘stantly occurred between them can be arranged 
once and for all. Mr. Clausen’s father, the 
brewer, declined yesterday to have anything to 
say about the case. Sincethe young man’s mar- 
riage the relations between them have not been 
friendly.

PROF. THOMAS A. THACHER. 
Thomas Anthony Thacher. Professor of 
the Latin Language and Literature in Yale Col- 
lege, was found dead in his bed at his home, No. 
255 Crown-street, New-Haven, yesterday morn- 
“ing. He had been in comparatively good health 


when he retired on the previous evening. Death 
was due to angina pectoris. 

Prof. Thacher was born on Jan. 11, 1815,in 
Hartford and was fitted for College at the Hop- 
kins Grammar School, in that city. He entered 
Yale at the age of 16and was graduated in 1835. 
He devoted himself to teaching, and in 1838 
was appointed a tutor in Yale Col- 
lege. our years ater he was given 
the Latin Professorship, which he held up 
to the time of his death, a period of 43 years. 
In 1848 Prof. Thacher went to Germany and pur- 
sued a course of studies for two years. hile: 
there he a oy English to the Crown ?rince of 
Prussia and his cousin, Prince Frederick Charles. 
During his connection with Yaie he was one of 
the most prominent members of the Facuity 
and his services to the coliege were many and. 
great. He was a thorough classical scholar, and, 
his learning was shown in an edition of the * De 
Officiis’ of Cicero and asrevision of Mading’s 
Latin Grammar. e was also the author of. 
several articles of classical subjects, most of” 
which were contributed to the New-Englander. 

Upon the students who came under his 
charge Prof. Thacher’s influence was won- 
derfully great, and none of Yale’s Profes-. 
ors was more thoroughly respected and 

eloved. Prof. Thacher was twice mar- 
ried. His first wife was Elizabeth, youngest 
daughter of President Day, of Yale College. She 
died in 1858, leaving five sons, one of whom, 
James K. Thacher, is now Professor of Physiol- 
ogy in the Yale Medical School. Prof. Thacher 
in August, 1860, married Elizabeth Baldwin, 
roo daughter of Roger Sherman, and b 

er he had three sons and one daughter. All his 
children and his second wife survive him. Of 
the sons Thomas and Alfred B. are lawyers in 
this city, Edward Stanley is in Kansas, John 8.

Richard Arnold, a member of the great 
dry goods firm of Arnold, Constable & Co., died 
yesterday afternoon at his residence, No. 1,020 
Fifth-avenue, in this city.

A NEW SCHEME FOR AN ELECTRIC 
SUBWAY IN FAVOR. 
POTENCY OF WINE AND CIGARS FURNISHED : 
BY MR. JOHNSTON AND A PHILADEL-} 


PHIA SYNDICATE. 
Charles E. Loew, President of the Eleo- 


trical Subway Commission, is rapidly recovering 
from his recent severe attack of pneumonia, and 
it is now understood that as soon as he is able to 
attend to business a meeting of the commission 
will he called, at which the Johnston plan of 
burying the wires will be adopted, and a Phila- 
delpnia syndicate will assume control of ‘the 
electrical apparatus of this city, as another syn- 
dicate of the same city proposes soon to run the 
horse cars. The system will be adopted, unless 
some change in the programme is effected in the 
meantime, by the votes of Commissioners Loew 
and Hess, and against the protest of Commis- 
sioner Moss, who is stillin favor of a modified 
Dorsett system, as he has been from the first. 
The Johnston iron pipe plan has already been 
described in these columns and its manifest ob- 
jections pointed out, so that it is unnecessary to 
say any more on that ——e The story of how 
the opinions of Mr. Jacob Hess and Mr. Loew 
have been changed, however, is of interest at 
this time, as showing the peculiar influences to 
which a political commission is subjected in this 
city. 

Last December, as THE T1MES has frequently 
pointed out, Commissioners Moss and Hess had 
practically made up their minds to vote for the 
Dorsett system, with certain modifications 
adapting it to the conditions prevailing in this 
city. Mr. whad not committed himself to 
any vlan, but he leaned strongly to the Dorsett 
system, and had said that be would vote for it 
uniess a better plan was aid before him before 
the time for final action arrived. Sonearto a 
decision had the Commissioners come in the 
matter that the draft of areport adopting the 
modified Dorsett system was actually drawn up, 
and preliminary arrangements were made for 

iving it to New-York as a New Year's present. 

ut allofa sudden Mr. Hess began to waver in 
his allegiance to the combination system.Mr. 
Loew came less and -iess favorable to the 
scheme, meetings for examining new plans were 
held, and finally Mr. Moss found himself atone 
in the commission as the advocate of the system 
which had come so near to being adopted. 

Just about this time Mr. William J. Johaston, 
the inventor of the Philadelphia plan, began to 
pass more of his time in.New-York than in Phil- 
adelphia. He took rooms at the Brunswick and 
passed his —— anda good — of his days 
in company with Jacob Hess, and with Mr. Loew 
less frequently, but as often ashe could catch 
him, The Casino was a favorite place for meet- 
ing the Commissioners and pouring into their 
ears the advantages of his plan, while cham- 
pagne was poured down their throats in gener- 
ous quantities. Tne Hoffman House was also a 
favorite resort for Mr. Johnston to confer with 
the Commissioners. Here, night after night, 
they met ex-Assemblyman Henry A. Barnum, 
ex-Senator Frederick S. Gibbs, Clarence Mead, 
and Jobnston’s lawyers, Mr. Vos Passos and Mr, 
Ecclesine, and the two Commissioners, or one of 
them when the two could not be brought to- 
gether, were besieged with persuasive argu- 
ments to prove the cood points of the Johnston 
Underground Conduit. Mr. Johnston, it is un- 
derstood, raised as a fund for ee ad his work 
$7,000, all of which he has, no doubt, conscien- 
tiously expended in dining and wining the Com- 
missioners and their friends. Mr. Moss was also 
reasoned with, but to no purpose. He had 
grounded himself on his combination system, 
and he stood there assolidasa rock. The result 
was that he was soon dropped out of the calcu- 
lation altogether and the efforts at conversion 
were confinea to Commissioners Loew and Hess. 

The Johnston scheme bad been discussed be- 
fore the commission early in its sessions last 
year, and had been practically set aside as not 
adapted to New-York. The principal arguments 
against it were made by the telephone compa- 
nies, who insisted that their service could not be 
done in an iron conduit side by side with tele- 
graph and electric light wires, This was rezard- 
ed as conclusive atthe time, but under the in- 
fluence of Mr. Johnston’s good wines and highly 
flavored cigars this objection seems to have 
vanished from Mr. Hess's mind. Mr. Loew had 
never taken an absolute position, so that he was 
not obliged to change front in forming an opin- 
ion in favor of the iron conduits. He came 
gradually over to the scheme, it is announced by 
a gentieman wore conversant with the 
facts,and but for his illness, which is said to 
have resulted from exposing himseif too careless- 
ly while attending the Johnston entertainments, 
the plan would have been adopted before now 
by the votes of himself and Mr. Hess. 

The last dinner given by Mr. Johnston was at 
the Brunswick on Friday evening last, and it 
was in the form of a jollification to celebrate 
the victory which he knew was to be achieved 
by his system, Fourteen pontomen were pres- 
ent, all by invitation, the principal among 
them being Commissioner Jacob/Hess, Frederick 
8S. Gibbs, Clarence Mead, Gen. Barnum, Mr. Dos 
Passos, and Mr. Ecclesine. Mr. Loew sent a let- 
ter of regret at his inability to attend on account 
of illness, and wishing the boys a good time at 
their banquet. Commissioner Moss had been 
duly weighed and found wanting, and it was not 
thought worth while to give him a chance to de- 
cline an invitation. So the minority representa- 
tive of the Subway Commission was left to pay 
tor his own wine and cigars if he wanted them. 
The jollification lasted until 4 o’clock Saturday 
morning, and as the spirit moved each of the 
gent! 1 made speeches in praise of Mr. John- 
ston and his system. Commissioner Hess's re- 
marks were especially laudatory of the Johnston 
scheme, and proved that his views have under- 
gone a remarkable change since he first bexan 
his course of study in electricity and electrical 
subways. Without actually saying that he would 
vote for the Johnston plan be gave his friends 
around the board to understand that he would 
do so, and, indeed, there has been no doubt on 
the subject for some time past. 

The situation in the commission at present is 
simply this: Commissioners Loew and Hess, 
forming a majority of the board, will adopt the 
Johnston system assoonas Mr. Loew's health 
permits of the call of a meeting, unless this ex- 
posure of the means used to convince them re- 
sults incalling a halt. Oommissioner Moss will 
vote against it, and very likely submit a minori- 
-d report, unless his convictions are changed in, 
the meantime, which is not thought probable by 
those who know him best. Whether Mr. Gibbs 
is to be repaid for his work in bringing about 
the result by an interest in the iron contract, or 
what ex-Assemblyman Barnum is to make out 
of the deal, is only known to the parties interest- 
ed. It is fair to assume, however, that as ward 
politicians, they are not working for glory, and 
that their price is not limited to Mr. Johnston's 
wine and cigars. The telephone companies, while 
ali this bargaining is being done, are anxious to 
get their wires under ground and the Metropoli- 
tan Company is about to apply to the commis- 
sion for permission to do the work itself. The 
company, however, will not place its wires in 
one of Johnston's conduits, unless forced to do 
so by the Court of Appeals,

THE BOYCOTTERS BRING HER BAKERY A 
GOOD DEAL OF BUSINESS, 


“Then, Madame, we'll boycott your 
store,” said the spokesman of a delegation of 
bakers to Mrs. Gray, who has for years sold 
bread and pies and cakes to Ninth Warders in 
Hudson between Christopher and West Tenth 
streets, It was on Saturday Jast that the com- 
mittee of bakers first called upon Mrs. Gray. 
On Monday they. called again, and although a 
number of people were in the store making pur- 
chases the committee claimed the immediate 
attention of the lady, 

* We want to know finally,” one of them said, 


“whether you will make your men join the 
union.” 

* I willcall up my men and let them decide 
for themselves,” replied Mrs. Gray. 

Six good-looking bakers came up from the 
basement and ranged themselves behind the 
counter, “Are you satisfied with the pay you 
are getting?” asked Mrs. Gray. The men an- 
swered that they were. 

* Do you want to join any union?” was the 
next question, and all the men replied that they 
did not. “Weare contented the way we are,” 
one of them added, *‘and do not believe in 
unions. We want to be let alone,” 

* Now, gentlemen,” said Mrs. Gray, turning to 
the committee of union men, “you have heard 
what my bakers have said. You are at liberty 
to do what you like about the matter. I don’t 
intend to force the men to join your union.” 

**You must either make them join the union 
or satisfy us that you are paying union wages,” 
said the spokesman of the delegation. 

“What Iam paying my men is no concern of 
yours, gentlemen,” answered Mrs. Gray. “ The 
men are satisfied, and that is enough.” 

“Then we deciare a boycott,” was the ulti- 
matum of the committee. Mrs. Gray deftly cut 
a pie in quarters and offered the four commit- 
oe each a piece, but they marched out de- 

antly. 

On Tuesday the boycott was ‘formally begun, 
and yesterday about 30 members of the union 
stood in front of the store. They made period- 
ical visits to the neighboring saloons, and some 
ot them were very offensive. The policeman on 
the beat did nothing to prevent them from 
insulting passers-by, and finally Mrs. Gray went 
out on the sidewalk and cleared them off with a 
broom. The union men still lingered near the 
store, however, and with some longshoremen 
who came up to aid the boycott they distribut- 
ed bandbills to all passers-by. These handbills 
declared that Mrs. Gray was a foe to honest 
labor and that her bakery should not be patron- 
ized by friends of the cause. The bakery never did 
such a great business as on yesterday, although 
most of the children of Public School No. on 
the block below, were frightened out of their 
usual pies and buns by the drunken men who 
were among the boycotters. 

Mrs. Gray is a determined little lady, and she 
said yesterday that if the boycott was kept up 
she would have to enlarge her store. ‘*I don’t 
want any loafers hanging about the place, 
though,” she told a customer, “and if there is 
any law to prevent them from doingso I mean 
to bave itenforced. These men who are boy- 
cotting the store have no right to try to inter- 
fere with my businegs, and I don’t mean to allow 
them to do so.” 

Mrs. Gray’s sturdiness has evoked many dem- 
onstrations of approval'from customers,some of 
woees have sent flowers and brought additional 
trade. 
« The committee of boycotters sent a represent- 
ative to Mrs. Gray during the day saying that 
the boy»xott would be raised if she agreed to the 
union's terms and paid a fine of $25. She drove 
the man who brought the proposition out of the 
store. The union men went to neighboring 
grocery stores and warned them not to sell Mrs, 

ray’s bread, under penalty of being boycotted,

UNDESIRABLE MEASURES, 


THE BRUNS BILL NOT IN THE INTEREST OF 
THE CITY. 


President Coleman, of the Department 
of Taxes and Assessments, yesterday, on behalf 
of the Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment, sent to the Legislature protests against 
four bilis pending in either the Senate or Assem- 
bly. The first protest related to Assemblyman 
Finn’s bill proposing to give up the land pur- 
chased for Gansevoort Market as a stand for 
the trucks of market gardeners. In the protest 
Mr. Coleman says that the land proposed to be 
diverted to the use of, the market gardeners has 
a valuable water front, which, if properly put in 
order by the Dock Department, would yield a 
revenue sufficient to pay double the interest on 
the amount required for the construction of the 
proposed market. 

The second protest was against the bill au- 
thorizing the extension of the elevated railroad 
tracks to a number of ferries. The bill, it is said 
in the protest, gives the companies many miles 
of new roads free. Under it Mail-street could 

used and direct connection could be had 
through it or City Hall Parkand Park-place with 
the Brooklyn Bridge. Wall, Fulton, Liberty, 
Cortlandt, Chambers, and other streets would be 
covered by elevated road structures and the 
valuable franchises would be given away for 
nothing. 

The third protest was against Senate bill 250, 
which directs a reassessment of taxes levied in 
1883 on the New-York, Lake Erie and Western 
Railroad Company. In the fourth protest the 
Bruns-Squire bill is denounced in plain and vig- 
orous language. Itisclaimed that it is not to 
the interest of the city of New-York “that the 
powers of the Commissioner of Public Works 
should be extended.” 


ENGINEER CHURCH'S ACCUSER. 

Mr. Henry Macdona yesterday told the 
Aqueduct Commissioners that as counsel for ex- 
Construction Engineer Craven he wished to sub- 
mit to the investigating committee of engineers 
certain matters pertaining to the charges against 
Chief Engineer Church. He thought the Com- 


missionérs should instruct the engineers to in- 
quire into the following matters: In regard to 
the slopes tkat have been estimated and paid 
forin violation of contract specifications; the 
subletting of work by contractors; the use of 
timber and logging instead of masonry; the 
letting of special contracts for ditching and di- 
recting streams through dumping grounds, 
whereas the specifications provide that such 
work shall be done by the contractors at their 
own expense; the ordering of additional shafts 
involving unnecessary expense to the city, and 
the payment of aqueduct employes in ‘*store 
orders’ instead of in money in violation of the 
terms of the contracts. Chief Engineer Church 
said that he courted the fullest investigation, 
Gn motion of Commissioner Baldwin the mat- 
ters submitted by Mr. Macdona were referred to 
the Commission of Engineers, with a request 
that they make their investigation thorough and 
complete. The engineers took a little testimony 
+ during the day and adiourned until Tuesday. 


GOFF REFUSED TO COMPROMISE. 

United States Commissioner Osborn 
heard further testimony in the case of Edward 
H. Goff, the Trustee of the Canada Agricultural 
Insurance Company, who is now wanted in Can- 
ada to give an account of his stewardship. He 
is charged with helping himself to $110,000. 
Francis M. Sowdon, who went into the insur- 
ance company in 1874, said $22,700 had been owed 
by the company to Goff when he had audited 
the accounts at the latter’s suggestion. Everett 
W. Burdett, of Boston, an attorney for Goff, 
testified as to letters shown to him by his client 
which the latter had received from the counsel 
for Dumesnal, the Assignee of the insurance 








paid by Goff the company would compromise. 
Goff refused to pay this, and the extradition 
proceedings were instituted.
